BIG WAR DEBT 


ment of Facts and History 
of Case.

State Chairman Campbell, of the state 
democratic committee,» in his recent ad-

He insisted that 
Mr. Campbell had his historical facts 
down wrong-that Alabama had two 
democratic governors during the time the 
big debt was saddled on the state—Gov- 
ernor Robert M. Patton, of Lauderdale, 
and Governor R, Bo hindsay, of Colbert. 
/ Governor Jelks has dug into history and 
presents the facts as they are. He 
Says: | : 

“Governor. Parsons, .republican, . was 
provisional. governor of Alabama. He 
served for a few. months, until December 
%, 1865. Governor Patton was. then elect- 
ed governor by fhe democrats under; the 
constitution adopted in 1865, His.term of 
office should ‘have begun on December 13, 
of that year, but Parsons refused to give 
up the executive office until December 
20. He held on under advice. from Wash- 
ington until that time, Patton. served 
until. July, 1868, The jegislature of , 1867 
authorized the state’s ‘credit to“ railroad 
companies, under ceftain, conditions. - Af- 
terwards the republican jegslature, amend-

Commission Under Houston, 

“A commission, under Houston; -ap- 
pointed for the purpose of ‘ascertaining, 
adjusting and lNiquidating all claims 
against the state,’ found that the state’s 
indebtedness on account of the security 
for railroad bonds amounted on January 
24, 1876, to $14,641,000, and the whole «>bt 
of tha state, straight and contingent, 
was then $30,037,562. From July, 1868, to 
November, 1874, the republicans had uwun- 
disputed possession of the state govern- 
ment with the exception of the two years 
when Lindsay was governor. During that 
time however, the legislature was un- 
friendly to him ang his party. The real 
governor of the state during Lindsay’s 
administration might be regarded per- 
haps as the commander of the military 
department in which Alabama was em- 
braced, 

“It will be seen that during these six 
and one-quarter years the debt of the 
state had risen to $30,067,563, or an in- 
crease of $25,312,463; an increase which 
amounted to an addition to the state’s 
burden of $4,000,000 each year, equal to 
about two times the annual receipts of 
the state treasury up to three or four 
years ago. The interest on this $30,000,000 
was something over $2,000,000, or a sum 
of money equal to the entire receipts of 
the state treasury up to three or four 
years ago. The assessment-of property 
in this state when Lewis went out of of- 
fice was $130,000,000 and was so returned. 
On this the state tax rate alone, in order 
simply and merely to pay the interest 
on the bonded debt, would have been 
fixed at about $1.50 on the hundred dol- 
lars, to say nothing of the additional tax 
that must have been levied to carry op 
the various departments of the state goy- 
ernment. .

BRITISH FORCE HARD PUSHED 


Further Details of the Recent Fight- 
ing in Somaliland. 

Aden, Arabia, October 2.—Detaiis of 
the fighting in Somaliland, October 6, be- 
tween the British expendittenary force 
and the followers of Mad Nah show 
that a more serious disaster was averted 
only by the splendid example of the few 
white officers. As it was, the British 
force lost a Maxim gun and seventy men 
killed, while sixty*two of their enemies’ 
dead were counted close to the firing line. 
Shortly after the British expedition left 
their zareba (fortified camp) for Mudug, 
October 6, the Mutlliah’s forces were re- 
ported about a mile ahead and within 
half an hour, while the British were 
advancing in single file through.a dense 
jungle, the enemy charged the British 
right flank. The Mullah’s troops were 
met’ with such a severe fire that they 
swung -around toward the British cen- 
ter and left.. Meanwhile the transport 
got mixed up with the firing line, which 
was thrown into confusion and a Maxim 
was rushed and captured, as were many 
camels, Major Phillips was shot while 
gallantly attempting to rally his men, 
and -Lieutenant Everett was wounded 
while attending Major Phillips. 

The disorder spread to the gun teams, 
which were driven back. Captain An- 
gus was killed while servin~ a gun. Colo- 
nel Cobbe, with a single Somali sergeant, 
continued serving a Maxim, and when 
Calonel Swayne (the British commander 
in Somaliland and commander of the ex- 
pedition) led a splendid charge, checked 
the Mullah’s hordes and recaptured some 
of:the transports, but he was unable to 
recover the maxim. 

The British then formed a zareba and 
sent out parties to collect the scattered 
transports, ° : 

The enemy later tried to get away wi 
the captured camels, but Colonel Swayne 
took out three companies and after a 
sharp fight recovered the majority of 
them and picked up seventy rifles.

Berlin, October 2%.—The sensation of 
today’s session of the International Tu- 
berculosis Congress came toward the end 
of the sitting in a paper by Professor 
Koch, in which he maintained all his 
former positions regarding the non-trans- 
ferrability of anima] tuberculosis to man. 
Taking up the alleged proofs that human 
beings may be infected with bovine tu- 
berculosis through skin lesions, Professor 
Koch admitted that cases of tuberculosis 
fo occur among butchers and other per- 
sons who handle qnimals, but he assert- 
ed that the percentage from the suffer- 
ings of the disease among others is equal- 
ly as high as among the handlers of 
meat. 

“If,” said. the professor, “infection is 
so frequent through milk, positive proof 
of this ought to be obtainable. When 
poisoned meat is eaten in a community 
widespread effects follow. How is it that

FIVE LEADING DOCTORS 
AMONG THOSE INDICTED 


Scores of Graves Have Been Robbed 
| by the Ghouls—Thirty of the 
Bodies Were Found in a 
Cold Storage Plant at 
Louisville. 


Indianapolis, Ind., October 2%.—The 
grand jury has returned twenty-three in- 
dictments in the grave robbery case 
which has stirred this city for several 
weeks. 

The indictments were returned on the 
evidence of Rufus Cantrell, the confessed 
leader of the ghouls. 

Among those indicted are several of the 
lesacing physicians of the city, who are 
connected with the medical colleges. 
According to Cantrell the gang has 
Stolen scores of bodies. Thirty of these 
bodies were recently found in a cold 
storage plant at Louisville, Ky. 

The indictment against the 
ghouls in each instance simply mention

one of the many bodies the indicted men |! 


are charged with assisting in removing, 
as a basis for a prosecution. 

In each of the indictments against the 
ghouls it was charged that the stolen 
bodies were taken to the Central College 
of Physiciang and Surgeons. 

The five physicians indicted will be ar- 
rested Monday. There have been nine- 
teen arrests and twelve graves opened 
have been found empty. The ghouls say 
two of the physicians accompanied them 
on several of their night trips. It has 
been shown in the disclosures that the 
body of the wife of one of the ghouls was 
sold by the undertaker to a college. 

Ten bodied. were found buried beneath 
a few inches of dirt in the basement of 
one of the colleges, four bodies were 
found in sacks in the streets, where the 
hard pressed ghouls had dropped them, 
and one body was concealed for two days 
in a saloon. weenie ld 
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Attorney General Knox Reports to the President 
That New Company Has Legal Right to 
Transfer the Canal Property. 


Washington, October 25,—Attorney Gen- 
eral Knox has decided that if the United 
States should accept the offer of the 
New Panama Canal Company, submitted 
last spring, for the sale of the canal for 
$40,000,000, it would recelve through tae 
parties in interest a valid and unlncum- 
bered title to the property. 

This decision was arrived at after a 
thorough and exhaustive investigation of 
the situation in Paris, first by Speciai 
Attorney Charles W. Russell and later 
by the attorney general himself. The 
attorney general formally submitted the 
opinion to President Roosevelt today. 

It makes about three hundred pages. 

The history and nature of French com- 
panies of the kind in question are ex- 


plained at length in the opinion. They ) 
are said to be altogether different from |! 


our corporations, but to be easily under- 

stood if looked upon as private partner- 

ships, which is their essential character. 
New Company Solvent. 

The opinion says they are in some re- 
spects regulated by law, but that these 
regulations do not change the essential 
character of the concerns as partner- 
ships, do not establish any tie between 
them and the government, or any oblil- 
gations from them to the government, 
and do not forbid the exercise of the 
liberty to dispose of their property as 
freely as an individual disposes of his 
if no special law forbids, and ff he is 
solvent and not under some particular 
contractual or other like obligations to 
retain the property. The new Panama 
company is quite solvent, and there is no 
law forbidding it to sell. 

The powers of the general meeting of 
stockholders of that company are dis- 
cussed, and it is held to have derived 
from the partnership agreement ample 
power to sell, as it is proposing to do. 

The liquidator of the old company, 
when he turned over the assets to the 
new company stipulated for 60 per cent 
of the profits of the canal. when finished, 
and his power to consent to the sale and 
give up his right to the 60 per cent is 
discussed In the fight of the French law 
concerning the winding up of such asso- 
cilations, and it is held that under the 
general law of France and the special 
act of 1893 concerning the liquidation of 
his company he has full power to dis- 
pose of the assets of the concern, and 
consequently to consent to the sale of 
the 60 per cent, which is a part of those 
assets. 

It is held that the old company is not 
in bankruptcy, or in what is similar to 
bankruptcy under French law, but is 
governed by the general law, or civil 
code, which the special law of 1893 al- 
ready referred to partially modified. That 
law requires the approval of the civil 
tribunal of. the Seine for all sales, or 
alienations of the assets, but does not 
prevent such alienations. The tribunal 
has approved the consent of the liquidator 
to the sale, and on appeal by a bond- 
holder of the old company the court of 
appeals of Paris confirmed the decision 
which held that under the special law 
of 1893 a legal representative of the bond- 
holders: had been appointed by the court 
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to represent them all, and that that 
representative, who has formally azn- 
nounced his consent to the sale. was the 
only one authorized by the special law to 
oppose the judgment of approval on behalf 
of the bondholders. 

Claims of Stockholders. 

As to the proposition that the United 
States would be subject to the debts and 
claims of the stockholders and bondhold- 
efs and other creditors of both of the 
companies, the opinion says: 

“As a general proposition, it is not per- 
ceived how there could be any law or 
equity for subjecting a purohaser of an 
article sold as assets of a failing partner- 
ship (such as the old company) to fhe 
debts of the partnership. If such were 
the law there would be no purchasers of 
such assets, and the creditors would re- 
ceive no payment of their debts out of 
the proceeds nor stockholders any divi- 
dends of a residue.” ) 

Nevertheless the opinion exhaustively 
considers all possible mortgages and 
other liens affecting the property itself, 
real or personal, under French or Co- 
lombian law. It says there have been 
mortgages and pledges of personal prop- 
erty, and shows in detail what became 
of them. As to the proposition that the 
United States cannot take title to the 
shares of stock of the Panama Railroad 
Company, a New York corporation, which 
the Panama company proposes to sell 
with the canal property, the opinion holds 
that the government can take and hold 
any kind of property it may have need 
of in the same manner as an individual 
can; that it would hold its shares as an 
individual would hold them. 

Of the objection that congress has au- 
thorized a purchase from the new com- 
pany only and not from tae liquidctor, 
the opinion says: 

“Certainly, in view of the condition of 
the title as hereinbefore” explained, the 
purchase will be from the new company, 
and the consent of the liquidator will be 
at most a waiver of rights as to the 
property transferred to the new com- 
pany. But if this were otherwise, it would 
be unreasonable to treat the act of con- 
gress as forbidding a purchase from tae 
new company, in which it would be nec- 
essary for the old company, or the liqui- 
dator to join as vendor. This would be 
to defeat, not to ascertain, the will of 
congress. What it wants is a good title 
from the owner of certain specified prop- 
erty, the owner being supposed to be, and 
being admitted in part, the new company; 
and it is entirely justifiable to buy from 
the owner, although the principal owner- 
ship snould be found not to be in the 
new company.”’ 

The opinion closes as follows: 

“Por the reasons I have given, I am of 
opinion that the United States would re- 
ceive a good valid and unencumbered 
title.’’ 

Walker to Head Commission. 

Washington, October 25.—No action on 
the part of the government of Colombia 
on the pending isthmian canal treaty in 
postponing the appointment of the com- 
mission which is to take charge of the 
construction of the canal. 

It has developed that the ratification 
of the treaty is a long way off, owing to 
the fact that the Colombian congress, be- 
fore which the convention must come, has 
not even been elected up to this time. 
The delay is attributed to the existence 
of a state of war in Colombia, but it is 
now expected that the congress will as- 
semble during the winter months. 

The one fact relative to the commis- 
sion that has developed is that Rear 
Admiral Walker, who has headed the 
two preceding commissions, will be pres- 
ident of the new commission. 
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Nearly a Million Turned Over to 
Relatives By Carter Erwin 
Is in Chicago Seeking 
to Recover the 
Money. 


Chicago, Ills., October %.—(Special.)— 
After many days of examination and 
cross-examination the proceedings 
brought by the government before Mas- 
ter in Chancery Booth, in an effort to 
recover money supposed to be concealed 
in Chicago by friends of Captain Oberlin 
M. Carter, came to a temporary close to- 
day. 

After the Washington authorities have 
considered the testimony the federal 
agents will attempt to compel the impris- 
oned army officer’s Chicago relatives to 
disgorge the money which is said to be 
part of Carter’s share of the loot arising 
out of the Savannah harbor contracts. 

To accomplish that end, Marion Ewing, 
special assistant to the attorney general, 
and Edward I. Johnson, government bank 
examiner and expert accountant, are in 
Chicago. It is the contention of these 
officials that I. Stanton Carter, of this 
city, a brother of the prisoner at Leaven- 
worth, and L, D. Carter, of Oakland, 
ills., an uncle, are withho!ding and seek- 
ing to divert large sums of money be- 
longing to the government, and the pend- 
ing suit is to compel them to surrender 
it to the receiver appoiated in this dis- 
trict, 


The government has held that of the.

$722,000 remained in Carter’s hands. This 
has been traced from Carter to a New 
York agent of the name of Paul, where 
it was devided among Carter’s relatives.

London, October 2%.—King Edward and 
Queen Alexandra made their progress 
through the city amid the cheers of the 
thousands who lined the route. 

The royal progress was marked by no 
tntoward event, though one was avert- 
ed by the vigilance of the police, who 
arrested George Martin, a clergyman, 
charged with having a pound of gun- 
powder in his possession with felonious 
intent. He was arrested near a stand on 
the south side of the river. 

The arrested clergyman proved to be a 
religious enthusiast, who objected to the 
erection of a stand around 8st. George 
church, in the borough, and who pur- 
chased a small quantity of gunpowder, 
insufficient to do real damage. He will 
probably be placed in an asylum. 

Rev. Dr. Martin was arrested at the 
time of the coronation of King Edward 
for a similar escapade, and he was ulso 
urrested at Buckingham palace, where he 
was demanding an audience with the king 
on the subject of the erection of the 
etand around St. George church. When 
taken into custody today he made no 
secret of his inten.iton to cause damage 
with the powder. 

Fire Close to the King. 

The Guild hall caught fire shortly after 
their majesties left the building. The 
fire was in the dome of the Guild hall, 
some distance from the part of the build- 
ing where the Juncheon was served. The 
firemen easily subdued the flames. The 
fire is said to have been caused Dy a 
fused wire. 

The outbreak of the fire at the Guild 
hall caused intense excitement. A large 
number of engines and fire escapes dash- 
ed up, scattering the crowd which still 
remained in the streets. Many members 
of the corporation and a number of vis- 
itors were still in the precincts when tne 
alarm was given. These. hurriedly. de- 


parted to make way for several hundred. 


firemen, who dragged ladders over the 
crimson cloth on which the king had so 
recently walked. 

Several of the firemen expressed the be- 
lief that the fire was smoldering’ while 
King Edward was actually at luncheon. 

The procession was not spectacular. The 
king wore a field marshal’s uniform with 
the cloak thrown back, showing his dec- 
orations. The queen had on a. straw- 
colored toque-and a fur collarette and 
Cloak. Both the king and queen looked 
extremely weak and continuously bowed 
their acknowledgments of the warm wel- 
come extended to them. The king's es- 
cort of life guamds, equerries, etc., was 
about the only detachment of the pro- 
cession not wearing cloaks, and these 
troops made a brilliant display, in strik- 
ing contrast with the general lack of color 
pervading the pageant,

In the great hall the seven 
hundred persons waiting about the punch- 
eon tables, cheered as the king came in. 
His majesty accepted the corporation’s 
address and the members of the royai 
family sat down and the luncheon com- 
menced. 

Among those present were Ambassador 
Choate and General Wood. 

Boer Generals Present. 


The most interesting feature of the 
royal progress up to this point was the 
king’s reply to the address of the Lon- 
don county council of Trafalgar. The 
Boer generals occupied prominent seats 
in the center of the county council 
stand, immediately facing the king. 

The king's reply to the address in the 
Guild hall was much on the same lines 
as his speech at Trafalgar square. 

After luncheon the common crier called 
for a toast to his majesty the king, and 
Mme. Albani, stationed in one of the 
galleries, sang the national anthem, in 
which. the whole company joined. 

After other formal toasts the party left 
the hall, the procession reformed and it 
restarted on its pros§*ess across the river. 
The pageant traversed several miles of 
streets on the Surrey side of the River 
Thames. There was no special incident, 
though the heartiness of the welcome far 
transcended anything heard in the more 
aristocratic portions of the route.

TORTOISE USED 
TO GET PENSION 
Most Curious Voucher of 
Identification Is Sent to 


Washington. 


London, October %.—United States Con- 
sul Evans forwarded to the pension bu- 
reau in Washington this week what is 
probably the most curious voucher of 
identification ever filed in a pension case. 
The voucher consists of the shell of a 
field tortoise with the name “Bob Wil- 
liams’” scratched on the under side. It was 
sent to Consul General Evans from 
Christ Church, New Zealand, where the 
applicant for pension is now living, and 
is accompanied by .letters and affidavits 
which explain that the soldier’s real name 
is William Wright, but that hé enlisted 
under the name of Williams. 

Wright or Williams says in his appli- 
cation that he caught the tortoise during 
the Shenandoah campaign and afterwards 
gave the shell to Mrs. Mary Johnson, of 
Port Henry, Essex county, New York, 
who kept .it until recently, when Wright 
decided to apply for a pension and sent 
to New York for the shell in order to 
identify himself as “Williams,” under 
which name he served in company E, 
One hundred and ninety-second New 
York infantry. The eurlous document 
was addressed to Consul General Evans, 
who was formerly commissioner of pen- 
sions at Washington, personally, and was 
forwarded te him from Wasnaington by 
mistake. Mr. Evans returned it to the 
pension office without comment.

of Misapplying Funds. 


Mrs. Dickinson Demands An Account- 
ing of the Funds Collected in 
America to Save the Home 
of the Great Irish 

Leader. . 


London, October %.—Mrs. Dickinson, 
sister of the late Charles Stewart Par- 
nell, has published bitter correspondence 
exchanged between herself and John Red- 
mond, chairman of the United Irish 
League and of the Irish parliamentary 
party, in whica she demands an account- 
ing of the funds raised in America to 
save Avondale, the estate of the late Mr. 
Parnell, from the hands of outsiders. 

In reply to her first letter, Mr. Redmond 
wrote to Mrs, Dickinson, saying the ob- 
jects of the American funds were the 
erection of a monument to Mr. Parnell 
in Dublin and the purchase of Avondale 
house and lawn, whica should be avail- 
able as a residence for the Parnell fam- 
ily. Mr. Redmond’s bid was set aside in 
favor of one from Mr. Buyland, a Dublin 
butcher, who had made an arrangement 
with John Parnell, brother of the de- 
ceased. 

“Thus,” said Mr. Redmond, “it was 
impossible to buy the place and the com- 
mittee proceeded with the projection of 
erecting a Parnell statue.” 

Mrs. Dickingon wrote again, saying 
that Mr. Boyland now offered to accept 
tae $25,000 collected for the purchase of 
the estate and would allow the balance to 
remain on’ a ten years’ mortgage. To 
this letter Mr. Redmond did not reply. 

A proposal being made that the Par- 
nells and Mrs. Dickinson did reside in 
the park at Avondale, Mrs. Dickinson 
wrote: ‘ 

“As to tae condition that any members 
of the family should be allowed to re- 
side at Avondale should they desire ta 
do so, that Is to say on sufferance, as 
either caretakers or gatekeepers, all I 
cun say is that I think the family has 
suffered enough through the murder of 
their brother Caarles, through pecuniary 
difficulties, and tarough the loss of their 
ancestral home for the good of the coun- 
try without the insult of Avondale being 
placed at their service on such terms. Ir 
is almost incredible that such an insult 
should be offered tae family in return for 
the services of their brother and the 
sacrifice of his property and life.’’ 

In a letter to The Irish Times, Mrs 
Dickinson demands a full accounting 
from Mr. Redmond, saying his chance of 
success in America would be better if ‘the 
could show that as regards the funds he 
collected to redeem the ancestral nome 
of the former leader he had honestly and 
independently carried out the plans and 
applied the moneys to the purposes for 
which they were subscribed.’’ 

A dispatch from Dublin, October 31, 
1900, said Avondale was sold at auction 
that day by the land judges’ court. The 
purchaser, tae dispatch adds, was Mr, 
Boyland, a friend of John Howard Par- 
nell, brother of the famous Irish states- 
man,

Government Alarm, 


Orders Issued Against Shipment of 
Arms to Disturbed Districts. 
Release of the Three Joyces. 
Rowdyism in House 
of Commons. 


London, October 23.—The apprehension 
with which the government views the 
condition of Ireland can pe judged from 
the fact that the chief constable of Bir- 
mingham has isued a warning to all arms 
and ammunition manufacturers not to 
sell goods for shipments to the proclaim- 
ed districts of Ireland. A special order 
also has been issued that even to such 
parts of Ireland as are not proclaimed 
shipments of arms must be clearly mark- 
ed as such, under pain of stringent pez 
alties. 

Three Joyces Waleased. 

With this echo of Ireland’s stormiest 
days comes the announcement of the re- 
lease of the three Joyces, who were un- 
der life sentences at Maryborough jail 
for the murder of a whole family of a 
similar name in 1882. The crime was well 


known in those days as the Maamtrasna 
massacre. Then persons were originally 
convicted. Nine of them were sentenced 
to death, but six had their sentences com- 
muted to life imprisonment. The last 
three of those convicted have now been 
released, owing to-the clemency of the 
new lord lieutenant of Ireland, the earl 
of Dudley. The earl and countess of 
Dudley, during their inaugural trip 
through Galway, were approached by 
the wives and relatives of the imprisoned 
men. The wives begged that they might 
have a chance to meet their husbands 
again, after twenty years af separation. 
One of the women seized Lady Dudley’s 
hand and wept:bitterly as she begged for 
her intercession. Lord Dudley was much 
affected and .promised to do what he 
could. The pardon of the three men fol- 
lowed. 
Rowdyism in the Commons. 

So bitter has become the feeling be- 
cause of the recent disturbances in the 
house of commons that several of the 
older members have privately declared 
they will not seek reelection. In response 
to vigorous declarations by some of his 
supporters, who regard their peace of 
mind as superior to political considera- 
tions which involve rowdyism, Premier 
Balfour has promised to exercise the 
closure with a stronger hand than he has 
ever before attempted. The benefits to 
be derived from this course are doubtful, 
as the nationalists have shown an in- 
genious mastery over the difficulties of 
house of commons procecure and much 
irritation is felt on the government 
benches over the fact that Mr. Balfour's 
new rules, which were intended to ex- 
pedite business, have proven an excellent 
weapon with which to delay it. A severe 
application of the closure also will tend 
to produce vigorous protest on the part 
of the liberals, who, in such circum- 
stances, will combine forces with the 
nationalists.

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North Georgia Methodists. 
Will Gather in Atlanta 
Next Month. 


' The north Georgia conference of the 
Methodist Episcopa} church, south, which 
meets in Atlanta November 19-24, has the 


| distinction of being the largest annual 


conference in the world. 

This conference represents more than 
100,000 members. It has 277 itinerant 
preachers and 307 local preachers. It 
Owns 763 caurch buildings, whose value 
is more than $1,000,000, and has 181 par- 
Sonages, valued at $267,655. 

An annual conference is only an advis- 
ory body; it possesses no legislative pow- 
ers. The bishop and elders and pastors 
meet to confer as to the best interests 
of the church and {ts ministry. It trans- 
acts & great volume of business. Besides 
the items of the support of preachers 
and presiding elders, the conference looks 
after and disburses for foreign missions, 
$20,000; for wornout preachers and wid- 
OwsS.and orphans, $15,000; for home mis- 
sions, $11,500; for church extension, $4,000; 
for education, $3,000; for bishops, $3,000: 
Sunday schoo] mission money, $2,000; 
raised on Children’s day, $649; raised for 
other objects, $81,500; making a total of 
$142,000. 

Large Number of Pastors. 

There are 664 pastors, which includes 
presiding elders and presidents and pro- 
fessors in church colleges and schools, 
besides 13 young preachers on trial, and 
44 lay delegates, which makes a delibera- 
tive body of 321 members. 

During the year three ministers ‘have 
died—Rev. J. W. Baker, Rev. W. T. Ham- 
fiton and Rev, C. 8. Owens, which is a 
small mortality in so large a body. Five 
preachers wil] go to other fields for 1908— 
Rev. E. R. Cook to Virginia, Rev. L. H. 
Harris to Tennessee, Rey. B. E. L. Tim- 
mons to south Georgia; Rev. Joseph 
Irons; Dr. R. J. Bigham to Nashville 
Publication House. 

There will be some transfers back to 
Georgia—Rev. W. P. King from St. Louis, 
Rev, J. S. Jenkins from southwest Mis- 
souri, and probably Dr. I. 8. Hopkins 
from Missouri; Dr. C. E. Dowman from 
South Georgia. 

One familiar figure wil) be misse@ in 
this session, the treasurer of the board 
of missions, Hon. W. A. Hemphill. He 
was a friend to all, especially to a strug- 
gling missionary in need of money to help 
film over a hard place. 

Preachers To Be Moved. 

The following preachers will be moved, 
as they have served four years in their 
present places: Rev. J. R. King, presiding 
elder, Augusta district; James E. Eng- 
land, Grantville circuit; W. R. Kennedy, 
Dawsonville; H. B. Mays, Jefferson; J. 
D. Milton, Clarksville; A. G. Shankle, 
Tallapoosa; W. A. Simmons, Acworth, 
and A. A. Tilley, Second church, Gaines- 
ville. The Atlanta pulpits are filled by 
new men and there may not be many 
changes among the preachers here. 

The first meeting will be a session of 
the Widows and Orphans’ Aid Society, 
of which Rev. M. J. Cofer, of LaGrange 
district, is the president, and Rev. S. B. 
Ledbetter, of the Marietta district, treas- 
urer. This meeting will be on Tuesday 
night, November 18, at the First Metho- 
dist church. The object of this society is 
to help immediately a preacher’s wife 
when he dies. Each member pays §2 
when one dies, and the lay members pay 
$1. A fund of $250 to $300 is thus collect- 
ed and falls to the widow and orphans 
in a time of anxiety and often of need. 
A benefactor of the preachers, Hon. Y. I.. 
G. Harris, deceased, of Athens, Ga., gave 
$5,000 to this fund, and the interest jis 
disbursed each year to the claimants on 
the fund. 

The gonference has nine colleges and 
@echools under its care, with an aggre- 
gate of 100 professors and 2,233 scholars. 
These institutions of learning are doing a 
great work for the church and the state, 
and are looked after with much anxiety 
by the clergy and jaity. 

Big Sums Raised. 
The Orphans’ home at Decatur, Hon. 


_R. A. Hemphill, president, and Rev. H. 
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L. Crumley, agent, is also under tae care 
of the north Georgia conference. Last 
year there was raised in the bounds of 
the conference for the 150 orphans at De- 
catur the sum of $14,910, and from other 
Sources $1,73%. making a grand total of 
$16,715. It is a noble charity and lies 
very close to the heart of the Methodist 
church in Georgia. 

Rey. C. W. Byrd, pastor of First 
church, and his committee on entertain- 
ment will be very busy for the next three 
or four weeks in assigning to temporary 
homes about 400 preachers and visitors. 

The conference sessions will be open to 
the general public, who will doubtless 
find much interest in the proceedings. 
Bishop Warren A. Candler will preside.

The New Denver, North-Western and 
Pacific railroad, now being built through 


| northwestern Colorado, will tap exten- 


Sive coal fields. In Jefferson county, on 
the line of the new railroad, a few miles 


from Renver, is an immense body of high. 


3 


class lignite coal, being the nearest de-— 


posit of the kind to Denver. Explorations 
with the drill have disclosed four flat 
veins of coal at different depths, from 
nearly six hundred feet to more than six 
hundred feet beneath the surface.. One 
of these blanket veins is 12 feet thick apd 
another seven and a half feet thick. The 
coal will be mined through shafts, work 
upon which has already begun. 

In Middle Park, Grand ceunty, within 
easy reach of the new rallroad, is a large 
area of fine coal. It has been opened up 
only in the most primitive way for local 
use. When properly opened up it will 
find an ever-increasing local market in 
Grand county, and can also be laid down 
in Denver at competing prices. 

Henry Denman, Colorado state inspec- 
tor of coal mines, in his official biennial 
report for 1899-1900, gives the accessible 
area of the Yampa coal field in Routt 
county, which will be tapped by the new 
railroad, as 440 square miles, with an 
available gross tonnage of 5,961,500,000. He 
says that the amount of the wealth con- 
tained in the undeveloped coal deposits 
of Routt county is beyond the compre- 
hension of the casual observer. 

As an illustration, he takes one partic- 
ular tract of twelve hundred acres, dn ex- 
tent eighteen miles northwest of Steam- 
boat Springs. In this tract there are four 
workable seams, viz.: Nos. 1, 2, 3 and 4. 
No, 1 is,seven feet thick, of bituminous 
coal, free from any impurities, No. 2 is 
eleven feet thick, of bituminous coal. No. 


38 is eight feet thick, of semi-anthracite | 


coal. No. 4, which is the bottom seam, fs 
fourteen feet thick and a first-class an- 
thracite. 

Mr. Denman further says that, assum- 
ing that only three-fourths of such 
twelve hundred acre tract fs underlaid 


with a fourteen-foot anthracite seam, 17,-— 


434,000 tons could be extracted, which, at 
$3 a ton at the mine, would net $52,272,000 
for the anthracite seam alone, irrespec- 
tive of seams Nos. 1, 2and 3. The aggre- 
gate thickness of the four seams is forty 
feet. The intervening strata between 
Nos. 1 and 4 seams is forty feet. The 
seams have a uniform pitch of 20 degrees 
with good roof. 

As twelve hundred acres, the size of 
this particular tract, is less than two 
square miles, and the estimated coal area 
of this Yampa coal field alone is 440 
square miles, any attempt to figure out 
the possible tonnage and value of these 
particular coal deposits would simply re- 
sult in figures which could not be fully 
grasped or realized. 

Profesor Lakes, who for many years 
occupied the chair of geology at the Col- 
orado State School of Mines, speaking of 
the plateau, about twenty-five miles north 
west of Steamboat Springs, says that al- 
most the entire plateau is underlaid by a 
number of coal seams of more than aver- 
age grade in character and quality. The 
quantity of coal is practically unlimited. 
It is safe to say there is at least twenty- 
five feet thickness of excellent coal, 
some of it anthracite, underlying the 
whole area. Fifty feet would not be an 
exaggerated estimate. It is probably the 
largest area of this particular variety of 
coal in Colorado or west of the Missis- 
sippi. The importance and value of the 
anthracite’ feature, so rare in Colorado 
and the west, cannot be too strongly em- 
phasized, as the supply hitherto of Col- 
orado anthracite is drawn from a very 
small and restricted area near Crested 
Butte, Gunnison county, and, so far, from 
one mine only. In ali cases Professor 
Lakes found the Routt county anthra- 
cite coal to be hard, firm apd compact, 
breaking into large, shining blocks. 
Fragments that have lain for years on 
the surface showed no signs of slacking, 
proving it to be capable of being carried 
in stock for an indefinite time without 
deterioration. Outside the anthracite, Pro- 
fessor Lakes pronounces the other coal 
to be adapted to domestic, coking 4nd 
blacksmithing purposes. He also says 
that the plateau covering these particu- 
lar coal beds is about twerty-five miles 
in extent. 

The high quality of these Routt county 
anthracite and bituminous coals is shown 
by favorable comparison of the analyses 
with those of the anthracite and bitumi- 
nous coals of Pennsylvania. 

The coal deposits in Routt county are 
now one hundred miles from the nearest 
railroad, prohibiting the mining and mar- 
keting of the coal. The new railroad will 
tap such coal fields, admitting of the coal 
being profitably mined and shipped prac- 
tically to all points between the Missouri 
river and the Pacific. 

The anthracite coal of Routt county, 
when the new railroad is completed, will 
be less than two hundred miles from Den- 
ver, and can be laid down in Denver at 
competing prices, also largely monopoliz- 
ing the markets of Kansas and Nebraska 
and successfully competing at Missouri 
river points with the anthracite coal of 
Pennsylvania. These coal fields alone 
guarantee an immense east and west an- 
nual freight tonnage to the new railroad. 


PRAISES STREET CLEANING 


Mayor Mims Compliments Police and 
Sanitary Department on 
Their Work. 

A meeting of the heads of city depart- 
ments was held. yesterday morning at 
11 o'clock in the office of Mayor Mims, 
at which time a number of matters, af- 
fecting the city’s interests were dis- 
cussed. A number of City officials’ at- 
tended the meeting and evinced much in- 
terest in the proceedings. 

Mayor Mims took occasion to refer to 
the streets of the city, stating that they 
are now cleaner than at any time since 
the beginning of his administration. - He 
complimented the police and sanitary 
departments for their efforts to aid him 
in keeping the streets clean. He seemed 
to be well pleased with the work of the 
two departments and thought that much 
improvement was to be noted. 

Similar meetings have been held at in- 
tervals during the term of Mayor Mims, 
and he is of the opinion that they have 
accomplished much good in the workings 
of the several departments.

William Smith, With Many Aliases, 
Arrested in **. Louis... 

St. Louis, October 25.—After an excit- 
ing chase, officers today captured William 
Smith, alias “Kid,” alias C. E. Green, 
allas C. O. Brown, alias George Frank, 
alias E. E. George, a confessed forger. 
It is believed he is a criminal of national 
reputation. He admits having served time | 
in the Missouri penitentiary for forgery, 
and three years at Sing Sing, N. Y., for 
the same crime. 

At the hotel where Smith was stop- 
ping his traveling bag was found to con- 
tain a revolver, a check perforator and 
nearly a thousand checks on Frederick 
Bros., bankers, Tonawanda, N. Y. Nine 
of these checks, aggregating $745, anda 
twelve that had been perforated, which 
aggregated $1,140, were found.

Smith admniitted at the police station 
that he was ready to begin operations 
as a wholesale forger. He said he had 
intended going to Texas to pass tne 
checks. 


RENOUNCES CLAIM TO THRONE 


Archduke Ferdinand Gives Place to 
Nephew Carl Franz Joseph. 


Vienna, October 2%.—A newspaper of 
Budapest publishes the announcement 
that Archduke Franz Ferdinand, the heir 
presumptive .to the Austro-Hungarian 
throne, has decided to renounce his claim 
in favor of his nephew, Carl Franz Jo- 
seph, aged 15.

Commenting, he'said:, .. ° 

‘The one thing that ‘Atlanta needs and 
must nave, is a modern*firepfoof Dbuild- 
ing, centrally.. located, which can be used 
for conventions, hofse shows, bicycle rac- 
ing and for large gatherings. An armory 
could also be praviaed' fdr Inthe build- 
ing, and the. Attahta manufaeturers could 
occupy a portion of it<for a permanent 
display of their godds- : 

“The building in*whieh it is held should 
be centrally located in orger that people 
from all sections of the city can have: 
easy access to it. 

“The hotels, railroads and iall of our 
citizens are vitally interested” in’ this 
question And the time is now” ripe to 
carry this enterprise to a successful is- 
sue. The cost should not exceed $200,000, 
and aside from the. great benefits which 
would accrue to the city the investment 
should prove a profitable one,. 

“Notwithstanding the great races at 
Lexington, the horse shows at Ricamond 
and Indianapolis all being held the same 
week as ours, the Atlanta horse show 
this year eclipsed all previous efforts and 
the etandard was as high as the best in 
this country. Two circusés and excep- 
tional attractions at the theaters con- 
flicted with our dates, yet the public 
liberally patronized the horse show and 
took more interest in it than in former 
years, 

“The horse shows which have been held 
in Atlanta have been of incalculable 
benefit to our city and state. They have 
accomplished. practical results in develop- 
ing the breeding of a ‘nigher class of 
horses in this state, as evidenced by the 
magnificent exhibit of Georgia raised 
colts shown on the closing day. 

“It gives our people an opportunity to 
see the finest horses in the world and js 
a great educator in all matters pertain- 
ing to horses, vehicles and their appoint-- 
ments, 

“It is the general observation of visit- 
ors that no city has more up-to-date 
turnouts than Atlanta, and I think much 
credit for this can be given to the horse 
shows which have been held in this city. 

“The horse show is a great advertise- 
ment for our city and state, but to make 
it the success which is necessary for its 
permanency, we should devise plans for 
at least doubling the attendance, thereby 
making it a financial success beyond per- 
adventure.”

President Cabaniss, of the fair associa- 
tion, has been another of the hard work- 
ers who nas spared no time or pains to 
bring the meeting to a successful close.

Birmingham, Ala., October 26.—(Special.) 

Birmingham's seventh annual state fair 
is now well under way. It was formally 
opened to the public on last Thursday 
and will continue until November 3. 
The fair this year is in reality a highly 
creditable one: and the. Birmingham. pub- 
lic is exceedingly .proud of. it. .It is re- 
garded as really remarkable that such an 
attractive display could have been gath- 
eréd together inthe short while in which 
the maangers have had to. operate. Last 
spring, when..the preparations . for. the 
fair should have.been commenced, it was 
informally decided that there would be 
no fair this fall. The recent fairs had 
been unsuccessful, from a money-making 
standpoint, at least. Promised premiums 
had not been paid and exhibitors felt 
no inclination to go to the trouble and ex- 
pense of. bringing their products here 
when there was so much uncertainty as 
to their getting their reward of merit if 
they won it. About three months ago, 
however, J. A. McKnight; of Shelby coun- 
ty, came here and proposed to undertake 
the responsibility of getting up a fair. 
He met with every discouragement to 
start with, but his earnestness finally en- 
listed the sympathy of some of the fair 
association directors and the promised co- 
operation of Allen J.- Krebs, a prominent 
manufacturer here, and he went diligently 
to work to organize a ten days’ exposi- 
tion. He soon secured the cooperation 
and support of the Idcal business ‘com- 
munity, and in the exceedingly short time 
in which he has had to operate he has 
contrived to put on a remarkably good 
entertainment. : 

When it became apparent that the fair 
undertaking was in the hands of compe- 
tent gentlemen the state department of 
agriculture lent its cordial cooperation 
and invested some $5,000 of money from 
the agricultural fund in getting together 
what is pronounced to be the most. com- 
plete and most representative exhibition 
of the state’s resources that has yet been 
presented. Chief Clerk Jesse Adams, of 
the department of agriculture, has had 
charge of this exhibit and his department 
is being greatly enjoyed by those inter- 
ested in agriculture. 

The association secured at. the outset 
the good offices of Mrs. John B. Reid 
as superintendent of the woman’s de- 
partment. On the second floor of the 
main building Mrs. Reid has collected’ a 
display of the products of women’s brain 
and handiwork that is most gratifying. 
The skill of the Alabama women in cook 
ing, sewing and painting, and in the va- 
rious other arts and sciénces, is’ elabo- 
rately demonstrated here. 

In the stalls and pens there are to be 
found admirable specimens of the cow 
and the hog kind, and in the stables 
there are a goodly number of the best 
Alabama horses ever raised. In the rac- 
ing stables. there are about 150 horses, 
chiefly trotters-and pacers, and two good 
harness races and one running race:are.on 
the programme for every. afternoon. No 
pools are permilted by the state law to 
be sold on-the races, but this does not 
appear to lessen the interest that is taken 
There are ail-gsorts of 
collateral amusements, among them being 
a large band of Indians from the gov- 
ernment reservation, sixty or eighty. cow- 
boys from the puiains, with their bucking 
broncos, trained horses which dive from 
a platform 40 or 50 feet high, into a basin 
down below, guideless pacers, balloon as- 
censions, several excellehit bands, etc. 
The attendance, so far, has been entire- 
ly satisfactory to the managers. Thanks 
to the good executive ability of President 
Krebs and Mr. McKnight, when the 
gates were opened on Thursday there was 
not a single dollar of indebtedness out- 
standing against the fair papociation. It 
is very clear that the fair wil] be a finan- 
cial success this year and that after 
paying all of its obligations it will have 
a good fund in its treasury.

Noon. 


PROLONGED CHEERS GREET 
THE NEW GOVERNOR 


Governor Terrell Declares That Com- 
mon School Teachers Should Be 
Paid According to Contract. 
Inaugural Address 
An Able One. 


In the presence of a vast throng that 
filled the hall of the house of representa- 
tives from gallery door to speaker's desk, 
and surrounded by members of house and 
senate, state officials, justices of the su- 
preme court and a splendid gathering of 
men and women of Georgia, Hon. Joseph 
M. Terrell was yesterday at noon for- 
mally inaugurated governor of Geor- 
gia, 
The inauguration ceremonies were éx- 
tremely simple; a prayer, @ speech, the 
oath of office and all was over, and yet 
they were impressive, stirring and full 
of meaning to every Georgian who was 
their witness. It was at the request 
of Mr. Terrell that the joint committee 
omitted all unnecessary or cumbersome 
features, and the whole ceremony con- 
sumed scarcely half an hour. 

Long before the noon hour the gal- 
leries began to fill, the ladies predominat- 
ing, and when 12.o’clock arrived the only 
standing room to~be had was outside the 
gallery doors. Likewise the floor of the 
house was invaded and gallant legislators 
stood in the rear, while dainty femininity 
occupied their seats. The. aisles were 
filed with chairs for visitors until it 
seemed impossible for another to get 
within the hall, yet the proverbial one 
more came and found a way. 

The assembled spectators brought with 
them all their state enthusiasm &nd 
there was prolonged applause and cheers 
when the entry of governor and governor- 
elect was announced. Throughout the 
inaugural address they gave generous 
expression of approval of the senti- 
ments and principles of the new g0ov- 
ernor. 

Joint Session Convened. 

At noon the house doorkeeper 4an- 
nounced that the senate was at the 
door. Immediately the distinguished body 
was admitted, headed by President How- 
ell and President Pro Tem. Sullivan, and 
its members took seats just;in front of 
thes speaker's ~desk.....Speaker Morris 
turned thé gavel over to President Howell, 
who called the joint session to order, 
when the arrival of the governor and the 
governor-elect was announced. 

‘Let the governor and the governor- 
elect be admitted,” President Howell 
said, 

Governor Candler and Governor-elect 
Terrell marched ,down the center aisle 
arm in arm accompanied by Chief Jus- 
tice Stmmbns, the justices of the supreme 
court, Senator Bacon, state house officers 
and the joint committee of house and 
senate appointed to arrange for the in- 


_ auguration. 


Governor-elect Terrell took his seat to 
the right of President Howell on the 
speaker’s stand, whfle Governor Candler 
sat to the left of Speaker Morris. There 
were prolonged cheers from all parts of 
the house upon the entry of the distin- 
guished party.

The Inaugural Address. 

There was profound attention, broken 
only by applause, ag Governor Terrell 
spoke as follows: 

“Mr. President and Members of the 
General Assembly: 

“The practically unanimous election as 
chief executive with which I have been 
honored by my fellow-citizens is a tribute 
of the people of all parties and all classes 
to the principles and policies which have 
controlled the democratic party in the 
management of our state government, 
and not to the individual selected as the 
representative of those principles and 
policies. Such an election not only adds 
to the responsibilities and duties which 
attach to the office of governor, but will 
impel me to put forth every effort to 
meet those responsibilities and discharge 
those duties without fear, favor or affec- 
tion, and with the sole purpose to prop- 
erly advance each and every interest of 
the state and of all her people. The 
desire that shall ever be present, and 
which shall always control me in the 
discharge of my official duties, will be to 
protect, the honor of my state and pro- 
mote the welfare of her people. To ac- 
complish this end I invoke your valuable 
assistance in needed legislation, and in- 
vite the cooperative of all my fellow- 
citizens. 

“From time {mmemorial it has been 
the custem before his induction into of- 
fice for the governor-elect to publicly 
announce the more prominent features 
of those policies which in his judgment 
will best subserve the good of the people. 
I shall not now undertake to outline in 
detail those measures which I deem par- 
amount, and for the fu®:RMerance of which 
I shall bend all my energies, but stand- 
ing upon the very threshold of the ex- 
ecutive office, and with a knowledge of 
the responsibilities and duties which 
await me as governor of one of the 
greatest states in the American union, 
and being impressed with the magnitude 
and character of those responsibilities 
and duties, I declare to you that in my 
judgment the supreme interest of the 
state and the people lies in the reduction 
of the rate of taxation and in providing 
better educational advantages for the 
children of the state. 

‘The reduction of the tax rate can be 
obtained and the best interest of the state 
subserved by an economical administra- 
tion of its affairs; by cutting off all un- 
necessary appropriations; by the faithful 
execution of our present tax laws, and 
by needful amendments to those laws 
so as to make every species of property 
bear its fair and equitable share of the 
burden of taxation as contemplated by 
the constitution. As the individual and 
the corporation alike may confidently 
look to the law for protection, so should 
each in turn contribute a just proportion 
to the support and maintenance of the 
government. 

“Our educational system can be vastly 
improved and the best interest of the 
state and of the children thereof ad- 
vanced by promptly ’ paying the common 
school teachers in accordance with their 
contracts: vy providing a plan whereby 
militia or school districts may supple- 
ment tie public fund by local taxation 
for tLe purpose of extending the term, 
or of erecting school houses, and by es- 
tablishing and maintaining in each con- 
gressional district of the state an agri- 
cultural school, not through the me- 


dium of increased taxation, but by using

ciple of justice and equity gequires that 
these fees be 80 expended. as will tend

“It is my purpose at this time merely 
to outline these two prominent subjects, 
in each of which our people of all coridi- 
tions, classes and ages are vitally inter- 
ested. I refrain now from going into 
other details affecting. elther of them, 
and, in view of the method provided by 
law for communications by the execu- 
tive to the legislative branch of the gov- 
ernment, I will, as these and other sub- 
jects may require the attention of the 
general assembly; seek a more appro- 
priate manner to communicate to you

“and now, relying upon the providence 
of that God who controls the destiny of 
all nations and of all people to endow 
me with wisdom to perform the duties 
which I am about to assume, with both 
justice and moderation, I am ready to 
take the oath of office which the consti- 
tution prescribes for the governor.” 

The Oath of Office. 

The oath of office was then administer- 
ed to the new governor by Chief Justice 
T. J. Simmons, of. the supreme coart. 
The oath prescribed by the constitution 
of the state is as follows: 

“Tt do solemnly swear that I will faith- 
fully execute the office of governor of the 
state of Georgia, and will, to the best of 
my ability, preserve, protect and defend 
the constitution thereof, and the constitu- 
tion of the United States of America.”’ 

Governor Terrell’s “‘I will’? was spoken 
firmly and could be heard throughout the 
hall. 

The ceremony was concluded by the de- 


ernor by Secretary of State Phil Cook, 
and its return by Governor Terrell to the 
care and custody of the secretary of 
state. : 
Crowds Thronged Office. 

At the conclusion of the ceremony Gov- 
ernor Terrell went to the executive office, 
where the transfer was made by Gov- 
ernor Candler. Governor Terrell appoint- 
ed Major J. W. Warren, C. M. Hitch and 
George Erwin executive secretaries, and 
Emmet Irvin, private secretary, as has 
been announced. 

Hundreds of people passing out from 
the hall of the house called at the execu- 
tive office to shake hands with the new 
governor, and tender their congratula- 
tions, as well as to say goodby to Gov- 
errnor Candler. 

The mansion was turned over to Gov- 
ernor Terrell by Governor-Candler yester- 
day afternoon, and at 4:20 o’clock Govern- 
or Candler left for Alabama, where he 
and Mrs. Candler will visit their daugh- 
ter for several days. Gdvernor Candler 
will return to the city about Tiesday.

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CUT EXPENSES

Only Actual Expenses Will be Al- 
lowed—-Committee on Depot An- 
nounced—Finance Commit- 
tee Resolution Goes to 
Rules Committee. 


The house yesterday passed the resolu- 
tion of Mr. Davis,of Merfwether,as amend- 


ed by Mr. Hall, of Bibb, which will have 
the effect of cutting down the expenses of 


port on the different state institutions. 

This resolution, as amended and adopt- 
ed by a vote of 101 to 20, provides that 
only two visiting committees shall be per- 
mitted to leave the house at the same 
time, ami each member of such visiting 
committee must present vouchers of all 
expenses to the auditing committee before 
he can be reimbursed. The original reso- 
lution Mmited the number of members, 
but this was done away with under Mr. 
Hall’s amendment. 

Heretofore members of these visiting 
committees have been in the habit of 
charging the full $20, the maximum al- 
lowed by law, whether their total ¢@&- 
penses reached this amount or not. Now 
they must show vouchers for each ex- 
penditure, and it is expected considerable 
saving will result. 

Just before the joint session for the 
inauguration Speaker Morris announced 
the special committee of five to investi- 
gate the condition of the union passenger 
station in Atlanta and find out how the 
lessee company can be made to comply 
with the terms of its contract. This 
committee was appointed under the reso- 
lution of Mr. Hall, of Bibb, as follows: 
Messrs. Hall of Bibb, chairman, Rainey, 
Stovall, McHenry. and Blackburn. 

The resolution of Mr. Hall, of Bibb, 
providing for the appointment of a 
finance committee to have charge of all 
matters of taxation and appropriations 
came up the first thing after the reading 
of the journal. Mr. Hall wanted the reso- 
lution acted on, but Mr. Reid, of Camp- 
bell, made the point of order that the 
resolution provided for a change in the 
rules, and should, therefore, go to the 
committee on rules. The matter took 
that course. The appointment of such a 
committee would do away altogether 
with the necessity for the committees on 
appropriations and ways and means. 

Caused a Warm Debate. 

Quite a warm debate was had on the 
resolution of Mr. Davis, of Meriwether, 
providing that none of the subcommittees 
named to visit state institutions should 
consist of more than three members ex- 
cept that to the state sanitarium, which 
shall consist of seven members; and that 
all! such committeqmen shall turn in 
vouchers for all expenses to the auditing 
committee. 

Mr. Davis said his experience in the 
house had taught him that greet reform 
ought to be had on this line. There were 
two reasons for his resolution, he sald. 
In the first place he had received infor- 
mation from the comptroller general that 
last year more than $5,000 was paid out for 
the expenses of these visiting commit- 
tees, when in many instances the members 
did not perform the services. It was a 
means, he said, of putting money in the 
pockets of some of the members. In the 
next place Mr. Davis said he introduced 
his resolution in the interest of keeping 
a quorum in the house for the transac- 
tion of important business.

members left to transact business, and 
this, Mr. Davis said, is an evil with 
which the house often has to contend. 


Opposed by Steed. 

Mr. Steed, of Taylor, opposed the reso- 
lution on the ground that it was a re- 
flection on the integrity and honesty of 
members of the house. He, for one, and 
many others he knew, would never put 
in vouchers for expenses, and the result 
would be taking money from the pock- 
ets of many of the members. He thought 
it unwise and improper to curtail the 
power of committee chairmen in the ap- 
pointment of these committees. 

Mr. Hall, of Bibb, offered an amendment 
which, instead of curtailing the number of 
members, provided that only two commit- 
tees should leave the house at the same 
time. The speaker overruled the point 
by Mr. Franklin, of Washington, that the 
resolution should properly go to the com- 
mittee on rules. Mr. Franklin then moved 
to table the resolution and amendment, 
and on this the yeas and nays were 
called. 

Mr. Hall, of Bibb, asked permission to 
explain his vote, and when the speaker 
started to take a vote on this proposition 
Mr. Franklin called for the yeas and nays 
as to whether Mr. Hall should be allowed 
to explain. Speaker Morris overruled the 
point, stating that he would not permit 
the calling of the yeas and nays on a 
subsidiary proposition during the call of 
the roll. It would mean that matters 
could be delayed indefinitely and he would 
hold to this ruling until reversed by the 
house. Mr. Franklin said he had made 
the point purposely to get that ruling, 
because of the fact that others had in 
former sessions insisted on calling for 
the yeas and nays simply for the purpose 
of delay.

ting 6. The victory was decisive and the 
better team won, though the score should 
not have been so. large. Washington was 
both outgeneraled and outplayed, and 
only for a brief time in the first half did 
the St. Louis team appear to have a 
ehance. What was feared by those who 
have followed the myrtle and maroon 
happened—they were helpless on the de- 
fensive against the on-rush of the visi- 
tors’'s bucks. Sewanee curled up the 
Washington line as though it were made 
of paper at times, and its back circled 
the ends under interference which was 
unsolvable to the St. Louis players.” On 
the offensive the Washingtons showed 
up better, but even here the lack of ag- 
gressiveness on the part of the linemen 
let Sewanes through onto the backs be- 
fore the players could be got into mo- 
tion. 

The first half netted the southerners 
seventeen points, eleven of these being 
practically gifts on the run which should 
have never been permitted to get be- 
yond the scrimmage line. The battle 
was better fought during the second half, 
and Washington had: the best of the 
argument. Changes in the line-up were 
at least partially responsible for this, 
but the experience Washington had had 
gained during the first.part of the game 
helped.

The game put up by Washington was 
both a poorly generaled one and one that 
was poorly played. Little judgment was 
shown in running plays, and chances, to 
gain were repéatedly thrown away 
through this, not until the very last part 
of the game was a trick-play attempted, 
and the way that Sewanee bit at this 
one after it ‘had been bungled, showed 
that such tactics would have been ef- 
fective. Had a bit more strategy been 
used in the first half, when Washing- 
ton had a chance to get the ball over, 
or in the second when the same condi- 
tions presented themselves, the score 
might have been ‘more even. 

Sewanee must be given credit for some 
high-class work, barring their continual 
lying down to gain time. The interfer- 
ence on end runs was beautiful and it 
did not take Osborne long to discover 
that there was a weak spot at center and 
right guard. Then he saattered it for all 
he was worth. His work in running the 
team was much better than that of 
Krause and he had a better team to 
carry out his orders.

Examples are not lacking 
in our history. A great man has been 
hamstrung for life from being publicly 
proclaimed “a pouter pigeon.” <A 
great preacher was always afterwards 
handicapped in pulpit and platform by 
being caricatured as a_ bearded 
monkey. And the fame of a great cap- 
tain has been dwarfed in history be 
cause he was. dubbed “Old Fuss and 
Feathers.” 

Honest men should beware of being 
seduced by epithets. In the sincere 
and patriotic and reformatory work of 
the world they have no just place. 
They are, we say again, the refuge of 
cowards and snéaks and the weapons 
of wicked men. They are intended to 
strangle truth, to becloud judgment 
and to fire the meanest passions of the 
human heart. 

It should not be forgotten that all 
the work and doctrines of Christ went 
for naught in the forum of jurgment 
when two false wjtnesses began to im- 
pute blasphemy and falsehood to “this 
fellow,” Jesus. Nor should it be for- 
gotten how the greatest followers of 
the Christ in all ages have been pur- 
sued by the wicked, pelted with epi- 
thets and crucified, burned, imprison- 
ed, or left to beggarhood by the mob 
that rose to the call of some vile name 
of hatred and contempt. 

In the system of any man’s justice 
and religion there should be found no 
welcome for the epithet of scorn and 
unreasoned opposition. It is the doc-

good!” 
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Inauguration of Governor Terrell. 

The chief magistracy of the state of 
Georgia was yesterday formally com- 
mitted to the keeping of Honorable Jo- 
seph Merriwther Terrell, who, on the 
ist day of October, was elected by the 
democratic voters of the common- 
wealth to be its governor for the en- 
suing two years. 

The confidence of the people of 
Georgia attaches to him in no uncer- 
tain or limited degree. He is a son 
of the soil, to the manner born and 
approved among men by a char- 
acter developed in strenuous en- 
deavor, chastened by experience 
and fixed by the purposes. of 
true patriotism. Like most of the 
men who have performed the no- 
blest service for the state, he began 
life humbly and rose through dignities 
honorably. And this day finds him 
the governor of the sovereign state of 
his birth, acclaimed from mountain 
border to seaboard as the chief friend 
and servant of his nearly two and a 
quarter millions of fellow citizens. 

Governor Terrell is an able and ex- 
perienced lawyer. For nearly twenty 
years he has been identified continu- 
ously with the legislation and adminis- 
tration of the state. As representa- 
tive and senator he became distin- 
guished as a careful, honorable and 
efficient promoter of wise laws and 
for ten years, as attorney. general of 
the state, he sought their enforcement 
with zeal and abilities that were sel- 
dom without success. 

Because of popular familiarity with 
his personality and his faithful ser- 
vices he was easily eminent for a call 
to the governorsoip. His election has 
given the most widespread satisfac- 
tion in all conservative circles of the 
commonwealth. 

That Governor Terrell will give the 
people a strong, faithful and progres- 
sive administration none can be found 
to doubt. He knows her every inter- 
est intimately, is sympathetic with the 
sentiments of the common people, and 
has that grasp of their desires and 
needs that fits him to be a governor 
of exceptional promise and opportu- 
nities.

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The State Normal School. 

The distinct surprise of modern 

Georgia history is the growth and pop- 
ularity of the State Normal School at 
Athens. It has outgrown by several 
times ‘its promises and its endow- 
ments. 
_ This yedr there are 414 students en- 
rolled, embracing common _ school 
teachers and prospective teachers, or 
nearly four times the previous attend- 
ance, and yet President Branson has 
been compelled to turn away 167 other 
applicants. No room could be found 
for them in the school and no accom- 
modations for them in the city of 
Athens! 

As it is, the school has dormitory 
room for only 200 students and the 
dining room equipment is so soant 
that three tables must be set in suc- 
cession at each meal to accommodate 
those who must be fed.’ Only 168 can 
be served at a sitting. The citizens of 
Athens have opened their homes liber- 
ally to the students and yet the room 
cannot be had to meet the demands of 
those who are now at the school and 
those who wish to come. President 
Branson has a faculty of only sever 
teen persons to instruct the students 


’—a less proportional number of in- 


structors to pupils than is found in 
any other similar institution in Amer- 
ica. 

The case is one that appeals to the 
patriotism and wisdom of every citi- 
zen of the state and primarily to those 
who sit in the seats of power in the 
general assembly. It is utterly futile 
to ask for better schools unless we 
get better teachers, and we cannot get 
better teachers if we do not use the 
normal methods approved and em- 
ployed by the progressive nations and 
states of the world. Nor can we have 
these modern methods if we educate 
our teachers to their trade by platoons 
when we need them by regiments. 
And we must do quickly one of three 
things, viz: Educate our own sons and 
daughters in the art of teaching, or 
import teachers from states that do 
educate their own teachers and have 
a surplus to spare, or, as a last resort, 
decide that our children shall be poor- 
ly educated by incompetent volunteers 
who teach only because they cannot 
make.a living in any other way! 

It is up to the general assembly to 
say whether the State Normal school 
shall be adequately equipped and sup- 
ported. We do not doubt what the 
people would say and therefore be- 
lieve the legislators will be equally 
prompt and liberal. 
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An Atlanta Auditorium. 

In speaking of the success of the 
recent horse show in this city, Hon. 
Thomas Egleston calls attention toa 
one of the most pressing of our munic- 
ipal needs. He says correctly that we 
should have a large, fire-proof audito- 
rium building, located sufficiently near 
the center of the city as to be easily 
accessible to all of the people, and 
adapted to accommodate_national con- 
ventions of all kinds, horse shows, bi- 
cycle tournaments, or any other of 
the great popular events which are 
common in progressive cities. 

The cost of such a building should 
not be more than $200,000, he sug- 
gests, and it would not only fill a long 
felt need, but be a profitable invest- 
ment. Kansas City obtained’ the na- 
tional democratic convention only be- 
cause she had built aforetime an audi- 
torium that would hold it. Chatta- 
nooga has an auditorium of recent con- 
struction that has already attracted 
to the city some of the largest conven- 
tions of southern and national associ- 
ations. The Cincinnati Music hall and 
the Buffalo Convention hall, not to 
name a score of others, have enabled , 
those cities to carry off great public 
functions, draw great crowds and rea 
large profits. : 

There is scarcely a man in Atlanta 
but has lamented for years our lack 
of such a public utility building. 
Years ago Atlanta was a favorite con- 
vention city. We had with us the con- 
vention of- the railway conductors, thé 
national prison congress, the Metho- 
dist general conference, the National 
Women’s Christian Temperance Un.- 
ion, and others of equal national note. 
Then we had accommodations suffi- 
cient for them, but now the national 
conventions are greater in numbers 
than ever before and Atlanta has lost 
the coming, the pleasures and profits 
of many of them because we have no 
place to house them. 

National conventions of any good 
sort are great advertisers for a city 
and Atlanta has already lost much 
fame ard fortune by losing such con- 
ventions. It is a timely suggestion 
that Mr. Egleston makes. We trust 
he and other enterprising citizens wil] 
ut once assume the patriotic burden of 
formulating some plan by which a pop- 
ular movement for a great auditorium 
may be set on foot and carried to suc- 
cess. We believe our’ people are ripe 
to accord hearty cooperation in such

in about a'l the outlying districts ques- 
tions of sectarianism have been banished 
for the thme being in the effort to have 
the law adopted, and clergymen of al! 
denominations are working shoulder to 
shoulder to that end. Nearly every Cath. 
olic priest in Brighton Roxbury, Dorches- 
ter and Charleston, all Boston wards, ari 
all the Protestant ministers and Jewish 
rabbis, are interested in the agitation and 
speak night after night on thé same p'at 
form in suprort of the bill, but the invi-

Alabama. 


WORK OF SINKING WELLS 


Great Southern Oil and Development 
Company Given Contract for 
Drilling by North Alabama 
Standard Oil and Gas 
Company. 


New Decatur, Ala., October 25.—(Spe- 
ctal.)—Perhaps one of the most important 
and far-reaching business transactions in 
the development of the oil fields of the 
Tennessee valley of north Alabama has 
just been successfully concluded at a 
meeting of the full board of directors of 
the North Alabama Standard Oll and Gas 
Company, held in New Decatur, when the 
company signed a contract with the Great 
Southern Oil and Development Company 
for the drilling of wells and other devel- 
opments of their property. 

The North Alabama Standard Oil and 
Gas Company has about 10;000 acres of 
mineral lands in what is generally Known 
as the oil-bearinb strata of the Great 
Horse Shoe bend, comprising the Hart- 
selle and Decatur valleys, and about 4 
year ago this company commenced drill- 
ing on their property near Falkville. Af- 
ter drilling to a considerable depth the 
bit became wedged in the well and re- 
sisted all effort to withdraw it. The indi- 
cations for oil were so good, however, 
that another well was sunk about 8 feet 
from the first one, and the drilling pro- 
ceeded to a depth of nearly 2,000 feet. Oil 
in a considerable quantity was found at 
the junction of each formation as the drill 
passed through. The power of the ma- 
chinery the company was then using was 
not sufficient to go below 2,000 feet, and 
for this reason operations ceased last 
May. The company lacked funds for new 
machinery, and while every sign showed 
the existence of oil, yet the company was 
unable to finish their well and no further 
work has been done. 

For several months it has been known 
that a number of capitalists were quietly 
at work in this field securing lands and 
making preparations for extensive devel- 
opment. 

At, the meeting it was learned that 
these men, comprising English and Amer- 
ican capitalists, had formed a syndicate 
to be known as the Great Southern Oil 
and Development Company, incorporated 
under the laws of New Jersey, its object 
being ro acquire oil lands, drill wells and 
thoroughly test the oil fields. of north 
Alabama. 

One hundred thousand dollars has been 
subscribed by the incorporators to be used 
solely for the purpose of drilling and 
testing the field. 

As soon as oil is found in paying quan- 
tities a number of wells will be sunk. 
‘There is sufficient capital behind the 
enterprise to insure the full development 
of this field. 

The company has secured upwards of 
40,000 acres of land in the most promising 
part of this section and preparations have 
been going on for some time for its scien- 
tific development. 

At the meeting of the company spok- 
en of the North Alabama Standard Oil 
and Gas Company signed a contract with 
the Great Southern Oil and Development 
Company whereby the latter company se- 
cured full control of the lands of the for- 
mer company on a profit-sharing basis 
that was mutually satisfactory to both 
companies. 

Machinery has been ordered and the 
services of a most experienced driller has 
been secured and work will be commenced 
just as soon as al] the preparations are 
completed and there will be no further de- 
lay until the field has been thoroughly 
developed.

WRITES A PLAY 


Remarkable Criminal Docu- 
ments Are Owned by Byrnes 
and Drummond. 


MAN WHO EARNS MONEY 
BY SINGING FOR MORGAN 


David Balesco’s Queer Ways of Writ- 
ing—What He Is Doing Now. 
Thompson-Seton Might Have 
Become Famous as 
Wolf Thompson. 


New York, October 24.—(Special Cor- 
respondence.)—Probably the most exten- 
sive collections of criminal records in tae 
world are owned by ex-Superintendent of 
Police Byrnes and ex-Chief of the United 
States Secret Service Drummond. 

Byrnes js the author of half a dozen 
books of one kind or another, all dealing 
with crime, and joint author with Julian 
Hawthorne of very nearly a dozen novels, 
based more or less on facts. And now I 
can announce that he will be co-author 
of a play to be produced in the spring. Of 
course, crime wil] furnish the plot. 

Many of tae public criminal records of 
the New York police department have 
been duplicated for Mr. Byrnes’ private 
collection at his own expense, and he is 
personally on the mailing lst of most of 
the European chiefs of police. 

Chief Drummond's collection is of a dif- 
ferent nature. Of course, he has dupli- 
cate records of his own work in the se- 
cret service, but in addition to this great 
collection of the literature of crime he 
has obtained much more tarough the 
courtesies of the chiefs of police and 
sheriffs of the United States. He showed 
me some of these records the other day 
and gave me a copy of one in which lI 
was especially interested because it was, 
he said, the most extraordinary case of 
crime that he knew about. 

This particular record covers 158 close- 
ly typewritten pages and tells tae official 
story of five murders, four executions 
and two life imprisonments. This un- 
usual series of crimes and punishments 
was reported for him by the sheriff of 
Oakland county, California, and the re- 
port is not burdened with a single un- 
necessary word, although it contains over 
62,000 words, enough to make a very fair- 
sized novel. The entire case, from begin- 
ning to-gnd, counts up nine deaths and 
two life imprisonments. Three men were 
murdered in cold blood, two guards kill- 
ed in a prison fight and the four mur- 
derers of these five men were executed. 

This is only one of a vast number of 
cases of waich ex-Chief Drummond has 
equally voluminous records. 

There is a man in this city whose ex- 
tremely monotonous occupation so racks 
his nerves that every few months he is 
compelled to take an ocean voyage on a 
slow-going vessel in rder to quiet them. 
He has recently returned from such a 
trip. This man does nothing for a living 
except write the signature of J. P. Mor- 
gan & Co. on their checks, stock certifl- 
cates and bonds. His name is George 
Bowdoin. 

Mr. Bowdoin is young, not many years 
over thirty, but he nas signed J. P. Mor- 
gan & Co. to so many tens of thousands 
of checks and documents and had his 
nervous system unstrung so many times 
thereby that he looks much older. 

Mr. Bowdoin was taken into the Mor- 
gan Office soon after he left college. His 
father is an intimate friend of the great 
financier, and to the latter the elder 
Bowdoin oncé talked about his son's fu- 
ture. 

“Can’t you form some sort of a com- 
pany and put tne boy in as president?’ 
the father jocosely asked:in the course 
of the conversation, 

Mr. Morgan owned up that he didn't 
have an idea just then for a new cor- 
poration. “‘But I'l] do this,’’ he said, “I 
need a sturdy young chap to sign my 
name to the firm’s papers. I'll give him 
the position.” 

Mr. Bowdoin soon found out that he 
had no easy task, and eacn year it 
grows. But ne has been rewarded for his 
strenuous work by being made a member 
of the firm. 

Not a few big corporations have men 
who are similarly employed, and like 
Mr. Bowdoin they find that they have to 
take frequent rests to steady their 
nerves. They say that no more monot- 
onous work can be devised or imagined. 

Here is the latest story of Mr. Morgan 
himself: 

It often happens tnat after banking 
hours Mr. Morgan remains at No. 23 
Wall street for a chat with any of his 
friends who may have dropped in on him 
about closing time. The conversation in- 
variably has nothing to do with finances 
and many a good joke is cracked, Mr. 
Morgan himself frequently doing the re- 
cital. 

At one of these gatherings recently was 
a man who is noted about town as a peer 
among tae wittiest of wits. Nothing 
pleases him so much as a story weil tolc 
and nothing disgusts him more than for 
a man to bungie an anecdote. 

Knowing the man’s reputation several 
of the members of the gathering refrain- 
ed from telling jokes, as was their wont. 
Not so Mr. Morgan, He plunged right in, 
warmed up to his subject, and ended by 
provoking the heartiest kind of laugnter 
all around. 

When tne merriment had died away 
sufliciently for a voice to be heard, the 
man of wit spoke up, as he wiped away 
tears of laughter: 

“Well, Mr. Morgan, that was captital. 
A story most excéllently told. I’d laugh 
at that story even if you were not worth 
a dollar!’’

Phenomenal Growth of Industry in 
Past Thirty Years. 


ALABAMA LEADS THE WORLD 


Last Year That State Produced Just 
About Twice as Much as Did 
the United Kingdom of 
Great Britain—Start- 
ling Figures. 


Birmingham, Ala.; October 25.—(Spe- 
cilal.)—“‘One of the most remarkable 
things that the new nineteen hundredth 
census discloses is the phenomenal devel- 
opment of the iron and steel industries 
of the United States during the last 
thirty years,’’ remarked a well informed 
iron manufacturer here a few days ago. 
“Thirty years ago we were among the 
smallest producers of iron and steel. We 
are now emphatically the largest pro- 
ducers. Thirty years ago Great Britain 
produced about one-half the world’s pig 
iron, while the United States préduced 
less than one-seventh of the tota# Last 
year we produced just about twice as 
much as did the United Kingdon 


ir 1991 is placed by The London Commer- 
cial Inteigence at 40,408,000 tons, of 
which the United States prduced 15,878,000 
tons, the United Kingdom 7,750,000 tons, 
Germany 7,663,000 tons, Russia 2,100,0u 
tons, France 2,362,000 tons, and the re- 
mainder of the world 3,655,000 tons. 

“Comparing the production of 1901 with 
that of the annual average for the five- 
year period from 1866 to 1870, it is seen 
that the United States has increased its 
pig iron output far more rapidly than 
any other nation, its increase amounting 
to 985 per cent, the increase of the United 
Kingdom being 51 per cent, of Germany 
525 per cent, and of the entire world, 
exclusive of the countries mentioned, 236 
per cent, 

“The different censuses bring out the 
expansion of tge steel and iron industry 
in this country strikingly, and for this 
reason the detailed comparisons are con- 
fined to the period between 1870 and 1900. 
The census of 1870, taking the steel and 
iron industry as a whole, shows a total 
output of 3,263,585 tons. having an aggre- 
gate value of $207.208,696. 

“The census of 1900 shows a total output 
of 29,507.860 tons of products, having an 
aggregate value of $8(4,034.918. 

“In 1870 there were emploved 77,555 wage 
earners. This number had increased to 
222,607 in 1900.

Chicago University Plans a 
Big Musical College in — 
the City. 


GEORGIA IS AN EMPIRE

Harriman Railway Lines Will Bring

Chicago, October 2%.—(Special.)—Two 
million dollars is to be expended in con- 
structing a great down-town building for 
the University of Chicago, wherein will 
be located the city business offices of the 
institution, the proposed musical college 
of the university, Central church and 
Tneodore Thomas’ orchestra. It is likely 
that the structure wil] be built in Michi- 
gan avenue near the Fine Arts building. 
Among those who are promoting the plan 
are President William R. Harper, of the 
university; Harold McCormick, A. Cc 
Bartlett, Martin Ryerson and trustees of 
the Central church. 

An auditorium is being planned which 
shall suit the combined needs of the col- 
lege of music, of Mr. Taomas’ orchestra 
and of Central church, which has one of 
the largest and most influential congre- 
gations in the city. The pastor is Dr. 
Frank W. Gunsaulus. 

Will Seat 3,500 Persons. 

The seating capacity of the auditorium 
will be 3,500 and if the acoustic properties 
do not equal or perhaps excel those of 
the famous halls of the world the ambi- 
tion of the promoters will not be fulfill- 
ed. The Thomas concerts have hitherto 
been held in the auditorium and the Cen- 
tral church services at the Studebaker 
and in neither case are tae arrangements 
satisfactory. 


Dr. Harper, who conceived the idea of a 
musical college in connection with the 
university. He believed that such a col- 
lege would better be Iocated in the down- 
town district, however. In the general 
plans for tne musical college and the 
hall for concerts tae university authori- 
ties are said to have had the counsel and 
advice of Mr. Thomas, who has been se- 
lected to head the musical department of 
the university. 
Says Georgia Is an Empire. 

William F. Curtis recently interviewed 
a number of merchants and railroad men 
with a view to bringing out opinions on 
how Chicago might better aer trade and 
commerce. One of these men, a very 
prominent railroad president, in the 
course of his interview, said that not 
enough attention was paid to the south. 
Georgia, he said, was a mighty empire 
within itself, a more resourceful state 
than Illinois, possessing a greater va- 
riety of natural resources, which waen 
fully developed would put it in the very 
front rank. He also mentioned Missouri 
as ranking next to Georgia, both of 
which, in time, he predicted would out- 
strip any northern state in richness. He 
praised the young, aggressive, pushing 
spirit of the south and suggested that the 
merchants and investors turn taeir eyes 
from Europe to the immensely fertile 
field lying at their dows. 

Next month a special train will carry to 
Texas, Louisiana, Mississippi and Ten- 
nessee a party of twenty Chicago bank- 
ers and capitalists. These men represent 
millions of dollars and they are among 
the foremost citizens. [t is thought this 
trip will bring forth a new order of 
things.

He Commutes the Sentences of Two 
Federal Prisoners. 

Washington, October %.—The/president 
has denied five applications for pardon, 
and granted two commutations of sen- 
tence, as follows: 

Joe Martin was convited in the westera 
district of Arkansas of the murder of 
Ernest Adams, and was sentenced to be 
hanged. President Harrison, on July 30, 
1888, commuted the sentence to life im- 
prisonment in the Ohio penitentiary, 
where the prisoner has been confined 
ever since. The president has commuted 
the sentence to a term of imprisonment 
to expire today. Dora Martin, the pris- 
oner’s daughter, who has been in Wash- 
ington for some days, watching the pro- 
ceedings in her father's case, leaves to- 
night for the west, bearing the official 
warrant for his release. 

Charles Newberry was convicted in the 
western district of Virginia for resisting 
revenue Officers and with three codefend- 
ants was sentenced to imprisonment for 
ten years in the West Virginia peniten- 


tiary. The attorney genera] believes that, 
two and one-hali years imprisonment} 
would be ample punishment for this pe- 
titioner, and he recommended a commu- 
tation to that term, which the president 
granted. This will release the prisoner 
on April 1, 1903.

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SCHOOL SYSTEM TOO CHEAP. 
President Hadley, of Yale university, in 
in addressing the Connecticut State 
Teachers’ Association on the subject, 
“Ihe present rate of expenditure in pub- 
lic schools is muca. too low,” said that 
the American people could not afford to 
persist in this course. He mentioned some 
of the disappointments connected with 
popular education as follows: The per- 
sistence of gambiing; the lack of any 
successful method of overcoming intem- 
perance; the failure of universal suffrage 
to produce good government in large 
cities; the quality of popular theaters, 
the nature of daily reading matter sup- 
plied to the public; the tenacity of the 
spoils system in tne civil service, and 
the increasing frequency of labor strikes. 


SOLUTION OF COLLEGE PROBLEM. 


President Hadley, of Yale university, in 
a speech at the Union of Kansas, said 
that to require a college course of every 
man who enters the professional schools 
is to impose a serious burden on the poor 
man without promise of corresponding 
gain. He argued for a solution of the 
university problem in a combination of 
the English spirit and the German organ- 
ization. The great thing taat English 
colleges have always done, he said, and 
that the American colleges are doing, is 
to lead the student to value above com- 
mercial! ideals the ideals of civic duty, re- 
ligious earnestness and unselfish devotion 
to causes promising them no personal 
achievement. 

GROWTH IN OUR SCHOOLS. 

The grand total] of 17,299,230 pupils at- 
tending the public and private schools of 
this country is reeorded in tne annuai re- 
rort of United, States: Commissioner of 
Education Willlam T. Harris for the year 
ended June 30. This is an increase of 
278,520 over the Pepin year. Besides 
these neadly 500,000 were enrolled in the 
special night and, trades schools of the 
cities. Value of. schoo] property rose to 
£576,963,089, excluding colleges. .The ex- 
penditure per capita was $2.93 as com- 
pared ‘with $1.64 in 1870 and $2.83 last year.

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NEW LIFE BOAT INVENTED. 
Captain Doenvig, of Norway, who sev- 
eral years ago lost his family in a wreck 
and ‘aas been interested since in the con- 
struction of an effective life boat, has re- 
cently made a successful test of such a 
craft at Horten, Norway. United States 
consul at Christiania describes the boat 
as a globe-shaped buoy of solid sheet iron

In a report to The Medical 
Journal ne says he has attended 100 cases, 
of which mare than half resulted in 
cures, The formula is a compound com- 
posed of the three kresols para, neta and 
ortho and known as trikresola. This 
liquified with a werful disinfectant 
made a substance known to medicine as 
kresamin. This substance is placed in a 
vaporizer and thence is forced into the 
lungs of the patient seated in an airtight 
steel cabinet. Taus tuberculosis germs are 
kliled.

‘gery of the heart, and the very rare 


cases are given in detail by the great 
news organizations. An account of an 
operation of this sort sent out from New 
York only this week suggests that.a de- 
tailed description of a recent succesful 
operation here may be of value to the 
profession and of interest to everybody. 
The subject is a 13-year-old negro boy; 
who was stabbed in the heart at the 
city cemetery on September 14 last by 2 
little white boy named John Conners. H?2 
is now, so far a8 any one can tell. as 
well and healthy a little negro as goes 
about Montgomery. 

The Southeast Alabama Medical League 
met in annual session at Dothan last 
Tuesday and Dr. L. L. Hill, the operat- 
ing surgeon, was present with the boy 
and read a paper describing the opera- 
tion, the boy himself, stripped to the 
waist, serving to illustrate the lecturc. 
From this public and authentic account 
the following facts are gathered and sent 
in by a correspondent, 

The boy, whose name is Henry My- 
rick, was stabbed at 5 p. m., walked off 
a few steps and fell. He was carried to 
his home, a common negro cabin a short 
distance from the cemetery. At 1a. m., 
just eight hours afterward, he was taken 
from the bed and placed on an impro- 
vised operating table. The operation 
was performed by the light of two oil 
lamps borrowed from neighboring cabins. 
At the time the extremities were cold, 
the pulsé imperceptible, the respiration 
sighing and the boy partially unconscious. 
A small quantity of chloroform was 
,given. Examination showed that the 
knife had entered a little to the right of 
the left nipple and had penetrated the 
cavity. 

An incision was first made one half 
inch from the breast botie and carried 
out 4 inches along the third rid. A sim- 
lar incision was made along the sixth rib, 
and the outer end of these joined by a 
vertical incision. The third, fourth and 
fifth ribs were then cut in two and the 
door thus made turned back and gave 
access to the cavity. 

The péricardium or sac surrounding the 
heart was found to be filled with blood 
from the wound ijn the heart. The wound 
in the sac was enlarged two and a half 
inches and eight ounces of blood removed. 
The condition of the boy at once im- 
proved. The surgeon then passed his 
hand into the sac and pulled the heart 
up, when a hole one-half an inch long 
was diseoyered in. the left ventricle. 
From this hole there came a stream 
of blood at every: contraction.

Berlin, Ocfober 2.—It is evident that 
public sentiment does not altogether ap- 
rrove of the’ Kaiser’s attitude toward the 
Boer generals. Up to a few. days ago 
it was generally believed that thé em- 
peror had expressed a wish to receive 
the three great. heroes of the Boer cause 
at his court. It is now known that 


i the kaiser’s stand in the matter is strict- 


ly neutral. His majesty does not wish 
to offed public opinion in either England 
or Germany. : 

If the Boer generals come to Berlin as 
subjects of King Edward, and are intro- 
duced in the usual manner by the Brit- 
ish ambassador, the emperor’ will give 
them a cordial reception. ‘It is reported

The movement on the part of the 
Daughters of the Confederacy to erect a 
memorial to Miss Winnie Davis had its 
origin at the session of the Georgia 
division at Rome a few years since, and 
several kinds of memorials were sug- 
gested Some wanted to build a muuu- 
ment, but the idea was advanced that 
the memorial would be more’ fitting 
should it take the form of a useful gift 
to some educational institution of the 
state. This idea prevailed, and the de 
cision of the convention was to erect at 
one of the institutions of the state, whcure 
in@ustrial education was provided for, a 
thoroughly modern and convenient dorm1- 
tory building. 
During the session of the Georgia di- 
vision in Athens in 1899 it was decided that 
this memorial dormitory should be locat- 
ed at the State Normal school, and the 
work of securing funds for its erection Was 
at onece begun. The people of Athens 
fave $2,000, the faculty and normal schovi 
students subscribed $600, and within a few 
months contributions from the various 
chapters of the state began to roll in. 

At the recent session of the Southern 
Educational conference in this city li 
came to the attention of the members of 
the general educational board that the 
women of the state of Georgia had a!- 
ready secured $6,000 toward the 15,0C0 
necessary for the erection of this 
memorial hall. That body, through its 
secretary, Dr. Wallis Buttrick, contribu- 
ted the sum of $4,500 on the condition that 
the other $4,500 should be raised. The 
Daughters of the Confederacy throughout 
the state rallied to the appeal sent out 
through their president, Miss M. Ruther- 
ford, of this city, and the contributions 
were soon forthcoming that were neces- 
sary to make the gift of the general edu- 
cational board available. Plans were sub- 
mitted by a number of architecis, and

The State Normal school was chartcred 
by the legislature in. the fall. of 1891, 
but it was a charter that carried with it 
not.one dqllar in the way of an appropria- 
tion. The only revenue at the disposal of 


the first normal school commission was | 


the sum cf $1,000, given by the University 
of Georgia from the Gilmer fund, and an 
allotment of about $500 from the Peabody 
fund, which was given by Dr. Curry. 
It was determined to open a summer 
school and run it for ten weeks. 
here, howevor, arose some tery important 
questions. The commission had at its dis- 
posal tho old Rock college building, but 


the rooms were not in the least suitable 


for recitation purposes, and there was 
not even a table in the way of an equip- 
ment. A few old benches were scraved 
together and two or three recitation 
rooms improvised. The city of Athcns 
very géneroufly appropriated the sum ot 
$600, with which a number of cots were 
purchased and something in the way of 
a dormitory provided. Under such sur- 
roundings the first summer school was 
held. The opening attendance was not 
very large, but it was full of enthusiasm, 
an enthusiasm that has never abated 
even to this good hour. It was a set of 
determined men and women who gathere 
there on that opening day. They didn’t 
mind the surroundings. They came to 
secure a normal school training, and they 
were there for work, not play. The iirst 
faculty of the summer school was as 
follows Lcewton B. Evans, president;

The first session fielded such good re- 
turns that an effort was made to se- 


cure from the legislature an appropriation -

tent of an appropriation of $10,000 a year 
for two years.

ers. who were poorly paid and who could 


afford to spend very little to better their 
condition in Hfe. In.order to solve this 
problem, he originated the. cooperative 
dormitory .mess hall plan, which has 
since been adopted by nearly every insti. 


tution in the state, and which has done. 


more than anything else to bring a béet- 
ter and a higher education  with- 
in tbe reach of all who de- 
sire to secure it. When President 
Bradwell could go to the teachers and 
say to them that they .could pay every 
expense of the ten months’ session for 
the small sum of $8 per month there was 
no trouble in securing attendance. 
attendance during that session was 176. 
The dormitory accommodations were 
soon overrun: and there were, at times, 
as many as ten girls occupying one room. 
At the session of the legislature in 1995 
the sum of $7,000 was given for the con- 
struction of a new dormitory, but it was 
not sufficient. The faculty, with a noble 
spirit of self-sacrifice, came forward with 


a 10 per cent cut in their salaries, and in 


three years, by this method, succeeded in 
saving enough money with which to add 
the third story to the dormitory buiMing, 
and aiso provide. for the construction of 
the auditorium building. 

This appropriation of $7,000 is the only 
money ever given by the state for build- 
ing purposes in the history of the school. 
Against that stands the $22,000 Winnie 
Davis hall that is now under construction, 
the $10,000 practice school building for 
which the contract has been let and which 
is to be paid fer by George Foster Pea- 
body, ef New York, and the offer of Mr. 
Peabody to give $10,000 towards a mod- 
ern school building if the state will give 
$25, 000. 

The Present Crowded Condition. 

It is impossible to give in print an ade- 
quate description of the terribly crowded 
condition of the school. There are now 
in attendance 421 teachers, nearly twice 
as many as have been there at one time 
in the history of the school. Heretofore, 
only 6 per cent of the students remained 
for the full term of nine months. They 
would come and stay a while, and then 
go back and make a little more money 
and come again. Now fully. 8 per cent 
of the studente remain for the entire 
term, ami for the first time in the his- 
tory of the institution there is present a 
stable body. 

But, with this advance came another 
problem which has not yet been soived. 
The dormitories have a capacity of only 
20, and there are now about 10 students 
boarding on the outside at extra expense. 
Nor is this the worst of the aituation. 
Already 217 letters and telegrams have 
been gent by President Branson to per- 
guns applying for admission into the 
school, and some who have come in spite 
of this have had to be refused admit- 
tance. Fully 600 teachers would have been 
at the normal school today if there had 
been sufficient acommodations there. 

The capacity of the dining hall is ex- 
hausted when 168 are provided for, and 
this makes it necessary to set six meals 


« day in order to feed .those who are. 


now in attendance there. The kitchen 
facilities are also inadequate for such a 
large crowd, and, in fact, there ig not a 
single. department in the school that is 
not hampered in its work by a lack of 
room.

modern, up-to-date education calls upon 
the teacher to have a knowledge of these 
subjects in order to teach them to the 
children who are placed in their charge. 
Every good norma] school in the country 
is developing along these lines, and this 
is simply an up-to-date normal school. 

A little more than a year ago Prest- 
éent Branson ‘and the faculty conceived 
the idea of securing free scholarships 
for the assistance of worthy young men 
and women who otherwise would not be 
able to attend the school. By earnest 
effort 100 of these scholarships were se- 
cured, and the general education board 
duplicated that number, 80 that it has 
been made possible..for 200 teachers to 
stay at the school @ full term at an ex- 
pense of less than $50 to themiselves. 

Thus the schoobfs now! Using. $10,000 a 
year to help the poorly paid teachers of. 
the state to, ax»he reparation, and 
not one cent of the money comes. out of 
tle state treasury] Wnlike some of the 
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@ number of sections. This arrangement 
necessarily brings poorer results than 
would be obtained if the necessary room 
Were available. Nevertheless, the au- 
thorities of the school have struggled on 
in the hope that the proper and neces- 
sary facilities would some day be pro- 
vided. 
Some of the School’s Needs. 

From various sources the school has 
raised during -the last year over $66,000 
without taxing the state treasury a cent. 
Fully $40,000 of this money has come 
from parties outside the state, who have 
given it because they believed in the 
school, but it is auite natural that they 


should ask why the state has done so lit- 
tle for an institution of this magnitude. 

The number of students now here, to- 
gether with those who have been. denied 
admission, calis for additional dormitory 
room for at least 300, and the Winnie 
Davis hail will provide for only sixty of 
that number. An increase like that will 
render it necessary to provide a thor- 
oughly adequate. and well equipped 
school building, for it will be necessary 
to have some place in which to teach 
those who come, and then they will have 
to be fed, and the dining hall and kitchen 
will have to be enlarged. To help in this 
matter George Foster Peabody, of New 
York, has offered to give $10,000 toward 
the erection of a school building if the 
state will give $2,000, and thus a part 
of the difficulty is obviated. 

New Departments Added. 

The State Normal school has kept pace 
with the requirements put upon it in 
spite of a meager treasury. Its faculty 
has increased from six members to 
twelve and its course of study from two 
to three years. An initial year devoted 
entirely to the study of the common 
school studies precedes the three-year 
course, giving teachers a chance for four 
years’ preparation for teaching. New 
departments have been added during the 
past year that have greatly increased the 
effectiveness of the work of the institu- 
tion: Through.the generosity of Mr. 
Peabody the department of domestic arts 
and sciences’ has been furnished with all 
the necefsary équipments, and he ‘has 
‘paid all the salaries of that department. 

The ‘department of art education and 
manual training and handicrafts has 
been added, not because it is the purpose 
of the school to prepare these teachers 
to be bread-winners in any of these de- 
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least 1,000

institutions of learning in the state, the 
Siate Normal school is dependent upon 
what the state gives it and what it can 
secure on the outside for a support. It 
has no fee system to draw upcn for rev- 
enue, as its entire fees from all sources 
will not aggregate $300 a year. 

The state of Georgia has in its com- 
mon schools today over 5,000 white teach- 
ers. Of the number there go out of the 

rofession yearly for varjous reasons at 
, Here is a constant annual 
reed for 1,000 trained teachers.

The confederate monument, erected on 
the southeast. corner of Court square by 
the local chapter of the United Daugh- 
ters of the Confederacy, is one of the 
most beautiful shaft in the whole south 
erected to the memory of the ‘‘lost 
cause.”” Elledge & Norman, of Colum- 
bus, were the contractors, and the entire 
shaft, save the figure. is of Georgia ma- 
terial. The base and coping is of Georgia 
granite, the shaft is of Georgia marble, 
while the figure is of Italian marble. 
Every one who sees it declares it to be a 
thing of beauty, and the old veterans 
reverently. bare their heads as they gaze 
upon it. , 

The monument is about 27 feet high 
and beautifully proportioned. The statue 
is not bulky, but looks like a well-pro- 
portioned man of 6 feet. Every one who 
has seen it says_it is beautiful, and not 
one word of untoward criticism has yet 
been uttered in regan to it. 

On the first base on the south side 1s 
the inscription, ‘‘In our hearts they per- 
ish not.”’ On the second base, “Our con- 
federate dead.” On the die is a confed- 
erate flag and cannon balls. In the next 
section of the die is a monogram, ‘“‘C. Ss 
A.,” and cross swords, above which is 
1961-1865."" On the east side of the die 
is a reminder—‘‘Lest we forget.’’. On the 
west side is “‘Erected by the United 
Daughters of the Confederacy to the 
memory of our confederate soldiers, those 
who fought and died and those who 
fought and Ifved.” 

The monument will be unveiled next 
Thursday afternoon at 3 o'clock, Novem- 
ber 30. The address of the day was to 
have been made by General C. A. Evans, 
but owing to the recent death of his 
wife he has asked to be relieved, and

One Explanation of Advance 
inthe Exchange Rates 


' ‘Withdrawal of French Money From 
' | london Compelled Latter to 
a Force Return of New York 
Balances—$25,000,- 
000 Liquidated. 


New York, October 25.—(Special.)—New 
York syndicate bankers have paid off 
ovér $25,000,000 of the outstanding in- 
debtedness to Europe during the last six 
weeks, which accounts for the unusual 
strength of sterling exchange at this 
time of the vear. But so urgent has been 
the inquiry for commercial bills that the 
exchange rate is now near the point at 
which gold can be shipped without loss, 
although some of it is still being brought 
In on old orders. The stock market has 
been heavy at times during the last wk 
because of fears that we are to lose a 
considerable amount of the yellow metal. 
It is a favorite saying of the bears that 
stocks never go up while gold is leaving 
the country. This fs not invariably true, 
for when shipments were made in pay- 
ment for the American subscriptions to 
the last issue of British consols people 
paid but little attention to the incident 
and stocks behaved in the same way as 
béfore. Under present conditions, how- 
ever, the New York banks can ill afford 
to lose any of their cash holdings. The 
emergency into which they had fallen 
was illustrated by the necessity of Ser- 
retary Shaw coming to their relief by the 
purchase of government bonds. 

The $25,000,000 above referred to, which 
represents debts incurred by the syndi- 
cates in putting through great combina- 
tions for which they needed foreign cap- 
ital, is only a small part of the obliga- 
tions which have got to be met sooner or 
later and which have been postponed 
from month to month because it was in- 
convenient to pay them before. They 
amounted last summer to between $250.- 
000,000 and $300,000,000. Of this amount 
the loans dncurred in cormnection with the 

. Northern Pacific stock purchase by the 
rival syndicates amounted to fully $100,- 
000,000. Some of these latter have been 
taken up and replaced by other loans 
obtained in the United States, but more 
than half of this $100,000,000 remains out- 
standing abroad. They have been ex- 
terided now for eighteen months and the 
Englishmen are getting restless for their 
money. They forced some of the Ameri- 
can operators, including John W. Gates. 
to withdraw the bulk of the stocks which 
had been carried in. London because 
money was easier there than here, and 
‘because the surplus reserves of the local 
banks would not permit of further ex- 
pansion of stocks. A large part of the 
150,000 shares of American stocks sold by 
London during the last two weeks, and 
which intensified the necessity of paying 
up at once some of the money borrowed 
from Jofin Bull, represented liquidation 
by the Gates poo! of its holdings on the 
other side. Bo 

As a rulk, the flood of grain and cotfon 
bills which come into the market at this 
time of the year would sufffce to offset 
the demands of the foreigners for the 
payment of our debts, besides giving us 2 
somfortable net profit, commonly referred 
to as the “balance of trade’’ which the 
United States has because of the excess 
of exports over imports. If the syndicates 
owed nothing abroad there would be a 
good surplus this fall, notwithstanding 
imports have greatly increased and the 
excess of exports has been much reduced. 
Estimates have been made here that after 
the shipments for the year are over the

A very curious state of affairs has de- 
veloped among the small country banks 
and other institutions throughout the 
eastern part of the United States which 
has impaired their facilities for extending 
accommodations to the merchants upd 
whom they depend ‘for their success. 
The New York syndicate bankers months 
ago secured loans for their operations in 
hundreds of smal] cities, putting up va- 
rious new securities such as those of the 
‘Northern Securities Company as collat- 
eral. These loans were on time at about 
5 per cent interest, and many of them 
have a considerable period to run yet. 
About all of the available funds of some 
of the New England institutions were 
thus absorbed and when their customers 
recently came down upon them for ac- 
commodations they had to fall back on 
their New York correspondents for help. 
The latter replied that no money was 
available here and they could not assist 
their neighbors of the interior. The New 
York banks explained that they needed 
every dollar to maintain their own re- 
serves, after sending to the west the 
money required for moving the crops. 
Now some very hard words are being 
uttered by the interior eastern bankers 
against their New York brethren, some 
going so far as to hint that Mr. Morgan 
had taken their money at 5 per cent and 
that he was turning it over at double 
that rate or more. 


The most interesting deal that is now 
on the card relates to the plans of the 
men who control the beef trust for. ex- 
tending their power over many other per- 
ishable forms of food. Something has 
already been said about their grip on the 
butter, egg and poultry trade and how 
they have used their resources to force 
the railroads to name any rates that they 
saw fit. The most recent development is 
the rapid establishment of stations in 
many parts of the country for the receip* 
of vegetables for shipment to the large 
cities) They have made: most progress 
in the south. It is understood that they 
have entered into arrangements with 
some of the leading railroads which give 
them a decided advantage over other 
shippers. These operations are facilitated 
by the ownership of cold storage plants 
in New York, Philadelphia and many 
other large cities. A banker said today 
that it looked as if the beef trust mag- 
nates would soon be in a position where 
they could dictate prices of all vegetables 
which come into the large cities from the 
outside. They have been making head- 
way for some time In the fruit trade of 
California and in some parts of the south, 
conducting these operations through ex- 
press companies and fruit associations, 
which are ostensibly independent. It fs 
understood. that some of these concerns 
are controlled by The Armour Company, 
Cudahy & Co., and other packing com- 
panies. 


In this connection the interesting fact 
was brought out that some of the leading 
me in the old ‘Carnegie Steel Company 
have acquired a large interest In the Ar- 
mour and other packing plants, and that’ 
these same men, through the distribution. 
of many of the Carnegie company's valu- 
able assets and othefwise prior to the for- 
mation of the United Steel Corporation,’ 
acquired large amounts of securities in. 
‘eastern and western railroads; which have 
given them an important voice in the 
management of the transportation compa- 
nies. Among the railroads in which they. 
hold stock are the Atlantic Coast Line, 
Baltimore and‘ Ohio, Union Pacific and’ 
various southwestern lines. Some 


securities were taken in 


rails furnished by the Cornegie company. 
Often the securities were put up as col- 
lateral, but other times they were bought 
ougtright, or in exchange for the rails. 
Among the most influential of the men 
who now control the packing industry, 
and are proceeding to extend their con- 
trol to the transportation and regulation 
of prices of important food products are 
some of the so-called Pittsburg group, 
who, since selling out their Carnegie or 
United States Steel Corporation interests, 
have used a large part of their resources 
in other directions 

Much could ‘be said about their methods 
in forcing the railroads into line. Just at 
present they have been using the Rock 
Island to ship many of their products 
from the Southwest to Chicago and rival 
roads have been getting but small show, 
some of them being cut off without any- 
thing. What the terms of this powerful 
combination are cannot be definitely 
stated, but the simplest method outside 
of the rebate system is to allow an ex- 
tra amount for the use of their private 
cars which are fast replacing many of 
the refrigerator cars owned by the’ rail- 
roads. In some cases, it is understood, no 
charge is made for hauling the cars owned 
by the .beef trust on the return trip, so 
that what freight is carried back is clear 
gain, is this assumption is true. But the 
methods employed are carefully guarded, 
because of the dangers of prosecution. ¢ 
The railroads which secure the bulk of 
the business are just as careful as the 
beef trust men about not allowing any in- 
formation to leak out. The strength of 
this coterie of capitalists may be judged 
from the fact that they have recently 
obtained accommodations from the New 
York Central through the Merchants’ 
Dispatch, which are said to give them a 
decided advantage over smaller shippers. 
The Merchants’ Dispatch has generally 
been regarded as a Vanderbilt concern. 
The theory is advanced here that the 
dressed beef combination now controls 
this dispatch line.

Atlanta, October 25.—Cotton: The LAver-

17, less the average for one 
day of such disbursements. ‘nese “pay- 
ments together amounted to $17,78,204, 
while the bank statement,.showed a gain 
in cash of $17,063,lW, of which $14,42u,600 
consisted of specie and $2,142,600 of legal 
tenders. ‘he loans were increased by }o,- 
526,800, probably reflecting syndicate oper- 
ations during the week. The deposits 
were augmented by_ $19,559,500, or $3,u80,400 
less than the total of thé ineréase in 
loans and the gain in cash; therefore, the 
statement was’ technically gut of proof. 
The required reserve was increased by 
$4,839,875. Deducting this sum frém the 
gain in cash leaves $12,178,225 as. the in- 
crease in surplus reserve, carrying this 
item to $17,781,475, against $14,713,175 at the 
corresponding date last year. Computing 
the surplus reserve upon the basis of net 
deposits, less $40,066,400 of those of the 
government, shows and inerease of $12,- 
199,575 in the surplus to $27,797,825.. One 
notable feature of the statement was an 
increase of $2,272,800 incigculation, making 
a gain in this item in:two weeks of $4,- 
U66,400. Comparison of loans with those 
of the previous week sho that four of the 
larger banks increased this item by $%6,- 
500,000. Comparisons of changes in the 
item of specie indicate that four banks 
gained $19,800,000, of which one dlone re- 
ported an increase of $14,800,000, or prac- 
tically all the specie increase of the week. 
Some of the institutions having numerous 
correspondents in the interior note de- 
ereases in cash, refiecting the outward 
movement of money in the last half of the 
week. The important increase in reserve 
resulting from the bond payments places 
the banks in a very strong position, 
which can be maintained if a conserva- 
tive course shall be pursued.

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LL old things come into fashion 

again if you wait long enough. Hal-

‘ganction—not that sensible folks care, 
who have always had a fine time on the 
last day of October.

The old-fashioned sneet and pillowcase 
party is a favorite form of Hallowe’en 
entertainment among the young folks. 
Each guest arrives at the home of the 
hostess wrapped in a sheet and disguised 
by a pillow case on his head. Two hoies 
leave room for the mock ghost to see, 
but he must neitaer laugh nor speak. 

The hostess, also garbed in sheet 
pillow case, stands in the hall dimly 
lighted with Jack o’lanterns and bows 
low to each guest as he arrives. She does 
not make a sound, but points to the 
room in which they are to go. 

All about tae dimly lighted rdoms the 
Bpectres stand until everyone has ar- 
rived and the hostess motions them to 
follow her. She leads them through dark 
passages and either up creeKky jstairs to 
an attic or down into the’ cellar, where, 
in a morgue-like cave, a foriune teller 
Q@waits their arrival. Pach one in turn 
learns his or aer fate from the old wom- 
ah and is asked to back down or up the 
stairs if they wish the secrets just told 
them t@ came true. 

Just before supper the ghosts are per- 
mitted to} depart and appear, reincar- 
nated, in the persons of up-to-date young 
folks. 

The old apple ducking party is still in 
vogue, but not so much co as it was in 
the days of our grandmothers. it is con- 
sidered, among effete moderns, too stren- 
uous a form of amusement to rescue 
floating apples from a tub by the afd of 
the teeta only. It is more popular to 
lean over the back of a chair with a

fork in the mouth and, while the apples 
float about in the water, to try to spear 


one. 

The old fashion of naming the apples 
and counting the seeds first came into 
common practice at Hallowe’en parties.

BY NEW HUMBERT FAKE 


London, October 16.—There has been 
merriment in tais country for the last

few days over what is known as the 
“Sheffield millionaire’ case. It might be 
described as a burlesque of the Humbert 
affair, the circumstances connected with 
it being uncommonly like those of the 
famous French swindle, only a good deal 
funnier. Some account of the case was 
sent to America when it first came out, 
but the new developments are even more 
interesting. 

The ‘‘millionaire” is a Sheffield clerk, 
by name James Marson, who, like 
Madame Humbert, managed to get a lot 
of money out of other people by pretend- 
ing he had fallen heir to an immense for- 
tune. Evidently Marson was not inspired 
by the French woman’s example, for he 
began his operations as long ago as when 
Queen Victoria was on the throne. 

Marson represented that ne was the 
heir of an immensely wealthy hermit who 
had lived and died in San Francisco. In 
some way he managed to get published in 
a weekly paper a thrilling tale which an- 
nounced that he, Marson, would soon be 
the Tricaest man in the world, and which 
then went on te tell the tale of the mythi- 
cal hermit and his riches. It was said 
that after the wealthy recluse died, his 
will was kept back by the man to whom 
it nad been entrusted, and that not until 
sixteen years after did the suspicions of 
an old servant of the testator lead to a 
search of the house he had occupied. It 
proved, so the story ran, to be a most re- 
markable mansion. Therein the searching 
party found a trap door leading to a 
man hole which, in turn, gave entrance 
to a room, tne shelves of which ‘“‘groaned 
beneath the weight of ingots of gold.’’ 
Then there, was another passage and an- 
other door with a plate upon it stating 
that imtruders were lable’ to 
death. Through this door the: intrepid 
searca party passed, however, and found 
themselves at the mouth of a gold mine, 
which eventually proved to be an amaz- 
mgly rich one.

A man named Eastwood was an even bet- 
ter ‘‘thing.’’ He gulped down tae story of 
the miser and his millions and, when he 
got a letter from the “‘heir’’ asking for 
a loan of $30, could hardly send the money 
soon enough. He wrote: 

‘T feel highly favored. I shall be giad 
to be of any use to you, I inclose £6 in 
gold. Don’t trouble about repayment, 
and don’t fail to ask if-more is wanted.”’ 

Marson did,not fail to profit by the 
final suggestion and got between $20,000 
and $25,000 out of Eastwood before tae 
latter grew suspicious. The victim was 
given to understand that-he would be re- 
warded with an annuity of $2,500,000 as 
soon as Marson came into his own. 

To his dupes the clerk confided details 
of remarkable honors which he said were 
on the point of being shown him. He was 
to be introduced to Queen Victoria and 
afterwards to tne then prince of Wales, 
He was to be made “Lord Syerston’”’ and 
a Knight of the Garter. He made East- 
wood beNeve that he was to dine with 
the duke of Norfolk, the premier duke in 
the kingdom, and said that the home 
secretary was coming to make him a visit 
at the little cottage whica he occupied 
in Bramber street, Marson even began 
fitting up a room which he said was for 
the distinguished visitor’s reception. 

The hoax came to light ‘when Marson 
was sued by Hastwood, Brown and oth- 
ers for obtafhing money through false 
pretenses. Waen the case came ‘to trial 
day before yesterday Marson was re- 
manded on bail until October 20.

SOME OF THE PREVALENT 
‘EN MYSTERIES 


HALLOWE 


By HELEN HARCOURT. 
All Hallowe’en, Hallow Eve, Hallow- 
even, Halloween, Witches’ Night. These 
are the several names given to the even- 
ing of the 3lst of October. The festival 
of All Saints’ day occurs on the follow- 
ing day, November 1, and this fact has 
led to the popular belief that the cele- 
bration of Hallowe'en i@ really a par of 
that festival. That this is a mistaken 
idea, however, is proven by the best 
authorities on ancient history. 

Hailowe’en, as the night of October 31 
is most generally called, is actualy a 
relic of pagan times and was ifn the 
earlier Christian days frequently called 
“Witches’ Night.’’ Few indeed were the 
people of Ireland, Scotland or the north 
of England, who were so free from super- 
stition as to venture forth during the 
hours of darkness between the setting of 
the sun on October 31 and its rising on 
the following day. For during those 
hours witches were believed to walk 
abroad and all supernatural influences to 
be abnormally active and visible. 

‘The merry Hallowe'en “ghost parties’’ 
of modern times, where the guests ap- 
pear disguised in sheets agd pillow cases 
and white masks, are relics of these early 
Superstitions. It was the early rulers of 
the Christian church whose magic wand 
changed the pagan into a Christian fes- 
tival, The people were accustomed to a 
festival at this time, and so the early 
fathers, with a wisdom exercised again 
and again in similar cases, blessed and 
“hallowed"’ it instead of abolishing it. 
Thus the pagan festival became “All! 
Hallow Eve.”’ It is well worth while to 
trace the present Hallowe’en customs 
from their earliest and almost hidden 
sources. First comes the festival of Bal- 
taine, which was common to all the Celtic 


people. Its traces were plain in parts of 
Ireland and Scotland even down to the | 
beginning of the last century. Its name 
comes from Pel, the Celtish god of light, 
and from tin or tein, fire. Two of these 
Beltaines were held during the year, 
one on the Ist of May, the other on the 
Ist of November, beginning on the pre- 
ceding night. 

The earliast mention of these festivals 
s found in the writings of Armac, arch- 
bishop of Cashel, about the year 908. He 
states that two fires were kindled in 
close proximity and that people and cat- 
tle passed between them in order to se- 
cure health and destroy disease. 

The kindling of fires was everywhere 
the principal feature of the Beltaine 
festivals. The lighting of a bonfire by 
each household was considered as im- 
Pperative to its well being. The practice 
of kindling sacred fires at certain sea- 
gons of the year was one of very ancient 
origin, was almost universal among all 
nations. The Germanic nations had 
their festivals corresponding to the Cel- 
tish Beltaine. These were the Osterfeur 
and the Johannisfeur. The first was cele- 
brated on the eve of the Ist of May, the 
second on the eve of the Ist of November. 
The second of the Celtish Beltaine fes- 
tivals, that of the eve of November 1, 
was called the Samhtheine. While the 
lighting of bonfires, as we have seen, was 
always and everywhere an important fea- 
ture; it was especially so on the eve of 
October 31. It is so in Germany at the 
present day, and to such an extent that 
the landed proprietor, howsoever harsh 
and disobliging at other times, seldom 
fails to throw wide the gates of his 
woodlands, that his poorer neighbors 
may gather the wherewithal to build the 
beloved Hallowe'en bonfires. e 

In “‘the good old times,’”’ the winter, as 
well as the summer festival in Germany, 
Wae regarded 2g a season when the 
fairies were unusually active and good 
humored. In. this belief, it will be 
noted, the Germans reversed the Celtic 
belief, which credited evil imfluences as 
being most powerful on the last night of 
October. 

Tracing these festivals from ancient to 
modern times, it is easy to understand 
whence come the present Hallowe'en 
customs and divinations. These last, by - 
the way, are as ancigit as the pagan 
iestivals, and may be traced to the same 
source. There is this difference, how- 
ever, between the ancient and modern 
“ivinations and mystic rites. In olden 
l.mes they were not confined to the one 
>ight in the year, but resorted to at any 
1. me, 

In Ireland, Scotland and the north of 
iingland especially, Hallowe’en is looked , 
forward to with eagerness from year to 
rear, and this has beén the case from 
the earliest days. The middle and lower 
classes enter into its celebration with a 
zest unknown elsewhere and in a manner 
abounding in quaint customs. It is chief- 
iy from these-sections of Great Britain 
that the prevailing Hallowe’en customs 
have been brought to this country. , 

And now let us take note of some of 
these quaint customs and mystic rites, 
that we may, perchance, make their 
practical acquaintance. 

Who has not read Burns’ famous Hal- 
lowe’en poem and learned therefrom how 


“The auld guide wife’s well-hoordit nits 
Are roftMmd@ and round divided, 
And many lads’ and lasses’ fates 
Are there that “night decided. 
Some kindle couthie, side by side, 
And burn thegither trimly, 
Some start awa’ wi’ saucy pride, 
And jump out o’er the chimlie 
Full high that night.’’ 


The girl who wishes to know whether 
her lovers are true places three chestnut 
“couthies’’ on the bars of the grate, nam- 
ing two after two of her lovers, the third 
being herself. If a nut cracks or jumps 
its namesake will prove unworthy; if it 
begins to burn, he for whom it is named, 
loves her truly. If the girl’s nut and one 
of the others blaze together, it proves 
that they are destined to marry. As to 
what is indicated if it is the girl’s nut 
that cracks or jumps, deponent sayeta 
mot, but the inference is obvious and a 
wise man will take warning. 

‘The lottery of dishes’’ is a Scotch cus- 
tom, and a very popular one. Three 
dishes are placed side by side on a 
hearthstone or table. One contains clear 
water, another cloudy water, and the 
third is empty. Young men and women 
are led in from an adoining room blind- 
folded. They are told to dip their left 
hand into one of the dishes. If it chances 
to go into the empty one its owner is 
destined to a single life; if into , the 
cloudy one, a widow or widower is the 
coming mate; but if the hand dips into 
the clear water its wedded mate will be 
@ maiden or bachelor. Burns says that 
these dishes or “luggies’ must be 
changed after every test, or their fore- 
telling virtue will be lost. 

Another old Scottish custom is “set- 
ting the window candle.’’} A maiden 
- places on She sill of an open window as 
many candles as there are| men whom 


| This water must by no means, however, 


she holds in the light of “‘possible.’’. She 


names each one as she lights it, and 
then sits silently watching them. The 
omer in which they burn or biow out in- 
dicates the depth of that admirer’s affec- 
tion. The one that holds out the longest 
is the one she should select as her fu- 
ture partner. — | 

Many a maiden in Yreland, Scotland, ay, 
and in these United States of America, 
too, winds her ball of blue yarn on Hal- 
lowe’en. Then she holds one end in her 
hand, goes out of doors, alone, always 
she must he alone, and throws the ball 
of yarn inside an open window. * 

This window ought to belong to an 
empty house, but if not handy, as it 
Next, the maid, with fast beating heart, 
usually fs not, an inhabited one will do. 
slowly winds the yard, saying over and 
over again, “I wind, who holds?’ Be- 
fore the end of the ball is reached the 
face of her future husband will look at 
her through the open window, or else a 
ghostly whisper will breathe his name in- 
to her ear. If neither of these events 
happen: it will be because he does ‘not 
know What is expected of him. If inform- 
ed, he will be sure to be on hand. 

Then there is the brave girl who walks 
backward down the cellar steps at mid- 
night with a mirror in one hand and a 


candle in the other. She hopes to be re- 
warded by a glimpse of her future hus- 
band peeping over her shoulder into the 
glass. But does she ever see any other 
than a very white one marvelously like 
her own and blue lips puckered ready 
for:a scream? 

Then there is the “dumb cake,” an- 
other relic of old Scotiand.. To make 
this cake each !nquiring maiden takes a 
handful of wheat flour, all being placed 
together on a sneet of white paper. As 
mach salt is sprinkled over the flour as 
can be held between the finger and 
thumb, no more and no less. Then enough 
water is added to make a °° 


be spring water, else ‘the charm is lost, 
Then each girl scratches her initials on 
the cake with a large pin. The cake is 
next set before the fire to bake, and each 
of the expectants sits as far off as pos- 
sible and in awesome silence. Between 
11 and 12 o’clock each one must turn 
the cake once. At last, awful moment! che 
clock strikes and at the first stroke 
every girl jumps, some even scream, just 
a little. Then, before the strokes cease, 
the husband of her who is to be married 
first will appear and lay his hand on 
that part of the cake containing her in- 
itials. 

Sending a snail to crawl through the 
ashes spread en the hearth is another 
old Scottish method of prying into future 
matrimonial events. The snail, if it ‘does 
its duty, will trace in its course the in- 
itials of the to-be husband or wife. 

Two lemons, if carried all day in one’s 
pocket, and then rubbed on the bed post 
as one retires, will bring a midnight 
glimpse of the ‘future’ and the gift of 
another pair of lemons. 

The sowing ,of hemp seed at Hallowe'en 
midnight is still another time-honored 
custom, The sower repeats as she sows: 


“Hemp seed I sow, 

Hemp seed I hoe, 

Let him that shall be my true love 
Come after me and mow.” 


Then, looking over her left shoulder, 
she will see, if the spell works, her fu- 
ture husband gathering the crop, which, 
of course, has grown with lightning 
rapidity. 

Going ‘down stairs backward in bare 
feet and night gown after all the rest of 
the household ‘has retired is sure to 
bring dreams of the coming true lover. 

In all Hallowe’en frolics of the present 
time, as of yore, apples and chestnuts 
occupy a prominent place. Apple bobbing 
is full of genuine fun and the young girl 
who ‘“bobs’’ may well be acquitted of 
vanity.or self-consciousness, for both her 
complexion and front hair must be gen- 
uine, or contact with the water will re- 
veal the fraud. The girl who enters 
heartily into the fun of apple bobbing 
will be one with no nonsense about her, 
but a good, honest, sensible girl. Young 
men, take notice. 

In apple bobbing a large tub fs placed 
on the floor ard filled almost to the 
brim with water. Half a dozen apples 
are dropped in, some with the stems left 
on, some without. The bobers kneel on a 
cushion, keeping their hands behind 
them, and stoop to conquer. Only one per- 
son can try at.a time, of course. The bob- 
bing, elusive apples must be caught with 
the teeth and lifted from the water. Of 
course the apple retreats and wriggles 
about before its pursuer and mouthfuls 
of water are caught more often than 
the bobbing fruit. Obviously, those ‘with 
the stems are the first to surrender. The 
bobbing is sometimes done by spearing 
the apple with a fork held in the teeth, 
and then, still with the teeth, lifting ap- 
ple and fork together out of the tub. Or 
again, the fork may be attached to a 
cord and darted at the applies from a 
short distance, spearing them as fish are 
speared. This affords a chance for a dis- 
play of skill—or the opposite. 

There is another method of bobbing for 
apples that is quite as amusing and less 
untidy than the above. This is to suspend 
the apple by a string from the ceiling 
or doorway. It, like the other, must be 
cougMe by the teeth as it bobs to and 

ro. .

THE WARSHIP WITH 
THE PRETTIEST NAME 

Of all tne war ships in the world one 
that is in the German navy has the pret- 
tiest name, It is named ‘‘Frauenlob,’’ 
meaning ‘‘Praise of Women.”’ 

The story of how a war ship came to 
carry such’a name'js as pretty as the 
name itself. Fifty years ago, when Gere 
many was poor and threatened and at- 
tacked constantly by ome enemy or an- 
other, the Prussian king, Frederick Wil- 
liam IV, announced that the country 
needed more snips. But the country had 
spent so much money for defense and lost 
so much in war’that it was easy enough 
to say that a ship was needed, but not 
so easy to obtain it. 

In this crisis the German women, stir- 
red to their brave hearts by the troubles 
of their fatherland, came to the rescue. 
For several years;.they worked unceas- 
ingly, and toe result was that in 1854 
a war schooner was jaunched, the gift of 
the German women to Germany. 

Prince Adalbert of Prussia then com- 
manded the navy. And he and his father, 
the king, gave the ship its name, “Praise 
of Women.’ 

The ‘Praise of Women”. sailed away 
one day six years afterwards and steer- 
ed out into the world. It never returned 
to Germany. In the Japan seas itt was 
overcome by a typaoon and sank with 
every man aboard.

Uncle Sam's dry book of figures is like 
a window that into the story- 
lands of thé ‘wor s The stories jump 
all around, from thé Pacific islands to 
London and from the Azores to Austra- 
lia. And some most common articles 
suddenly get new {nterest when we see 
from what queer places they come. 

For instance, where do you suppose 
the most of otir imported beeswax comes 
from? It {s sent from the island that 
we made free—Cuba. And its neighbor 
in the vivid blue bean sea, Santo 
Domingo, furnishes!’ the next greatest 
quantity. The black republic, Haiti, which 
is on that same island, also supplies a 
great deal. In Hafti and Santo Domingo 
the beeswax is brought to the dingy 
little seaport places by natives from the 
interior. Most of these ports have cer- 
tain days when everybody comes. ih to 
market. Then one may see, early in the 
morning, as sooh ag the wonderful sul- 
phur-yeHow dawn begins, long lines of 
small black donkeys winding down the 
rarrow paths of the beautiful mountains 
that rise almost trom the sea. Each don- 
key has two cunning baskets, one on a 
side. They afte made of plaited palm

We call on many other lands for on- 
ions, too. Engtand sends us the most.

Then comes Spain, Cuba, the 
British islands in the West Indies, Italy, 
Canada, Mexico and France. A few 
years ago we imported many thousands 
of bushels from Switzerland. Now and 
then a few come from China. 

Uncle Sam's .children really do need 
lots of food. Such a thing as cheese, for 
instance, comes to them from twenty-one 
different countries, and some of them are 
the very last ones that you would think 
Who 
would suppoge that Uncle Sam géts some 
of -his cheése from Turkey?

The year before we even 
got some from Egypt. 


Eggs make a curtous story, too. The 
Chinese empite shipped more to us last 
year than did any ether foreign coun- 
try. The Chinese hens had to lay fast 
to supply our demand, for 80,000 dozen 
were sent to Yankgeland. Hons in Can- 
ada, Mexico, Japan, England and France 
lad to help. j 

The sheep herders of all.the world 
had to watch flocks for us.

Bélgium, Germany and France, wild, 
armed Mongolian rovers in China, mount- 
ed Tartar herders on the Russian steppe3, 
Peruvi Indians, blanketed Urtiguay- 

ans—all tended sheep whose fleece finally 
reached Uncle Sam. 

Men fought wolves in Russia, jaguars 
in the Argentina and in Peru, flesh-eat- 
irg parrots in New Zealand and robbers 
in China that the big republic, of which 
many of them know almost nothing, 
might have the wool at last. The cloth- 
ing that you are wearing now may be 
made from wool that has had adventures 
that would make the finest story book; 
end it would all be true. 

Then there is the pepper-window in the 
book. Pepper takes one Into distant 
foreign climes, Indeed. In Germany, 
when big folk want to frighten children, 
they threaten to send’ them to ‘“‘the land 
where the pepper grows."’ That is most 
alarming’ to the German children, and 
often they become quite good almost at 
onee. 

Men have always wanted pepper so 
much that long ago, when they still 
knew so little about the world that they 
imagined jt was flat they made daring 
voyages to look for it. The old Arabian 
sallors, much as they. feared the Jinns 
and the great bird Roc and other ter- 
rors of the unknown world, managed to 
make their way to the East Indies and 
carry back great cargoes of it. The Por- 
tuguese ventured clear around the Cape 
of Good Hope to get it, 

Uncle Sam needs an Immense amount 
of it. He imported more than 8 tons of 
it last year. If, by some shocking acci- 
dent, it had all arrived here at once and 
been tossed broadcast over the land, 
what a tremendous sneezing it would 
have caused, from Uncle Sam’s most 
northern Eskimo, sitting in his ice hut 
on the slopes of the Arctic sea, to the 
alligators in the most southern bayou of 
Florida!

Uncle Sam buys something everywhere, 
even in the most unlikely places. His 
book shows that he bought horses in 
Sweden and Norway, bones, hoofs and 
horns in all sorts of places from Vene- 
zucla, in South America, to Japan, milk 
in, Denmark and Mexico, feathers in 
Aden, on the Red Sea, and China; Aus- 
tria and Guatemala, grease as far away 
as Australia and cider in Cuba and Spain.

The bay of Naples abounds in medusae, 
or jellyfish, often growing as large as 2 
feet in diameter and weighing © and 6 
pounds. Some of them shine at night with 
a greenish light, and are known as ‘‘noc- 
tiluca” (night lanterns) by the natives. 
The jellyfish sometimes make migrations 
in great groups, sometimes so large and 
so thick as to impede the navigation of 
vessels, like the floating plants in the Sar- 
agossa sea of the tropics. These sM%dals 
of medusae, as they are called, may be so 
dense that a piece of timber plunged in 
among them will be held upright as if 
stuck in the mud, and ordinary rowboats 
cannot force their way through them.

Sa HERE are many different opinions as 

Sto what constitutes physical, or, as the 

Fexpression goes, “personal” magnet- 

lism.

We like those people who think 

as we do—or, at least, who assume an interest in 

our affairs. It is necessary that theirs be an intel- 

ligent interest, and that they be gifted with discre- 

tion, that they may draw the line between interest 

-,and inquisitiveness. But the man who listens with 

patience and sensible sympathy to our tales of woes, 

who applauds and encourages our dreams of future 

achievements, and who bestows judicious praise on 

our triumphs, is very likely to wield a large in- 

fluence in our lives. We discover that we count on 

his advice, and, if he does not appear with his 
wonted regularity, that we miss his company. 

You will say that this is selfishness. It is. But it is 
a selfishness which is almost unconscious, and 
which is natural as breathing and sleeping. Man ‘is 
not a solitary animal. ‘He is distinctly gregarious, 
and in his undertakings he looks for support and 
¢ountenance from those around him. And there 
are very few men who gan take the entire credit to 
themselves for success in life, or continued happi- 
ness, in any one pursuit. It seems decreed that we 
shall be dependent upon each other to-a certain de- 
gree, and the most self-reliant and self-sufficient 
have moments when they realize the imperative 
need of the companiorship of a mind and thoughts 
other than their own. 

In view of these facts it is surprising that in our 
daily contact with other people we give so little ac- 
tual heed to thdse by whom we are surrounded. 
People living in cities are fond of saying that they 
live year in and year out within a few feet of others 
with aims and capacities practically the same as 
their own—and never know them. It is just as true 
that we work, sometimes for years, side by side 
with men similarly dowered with ourselves régard- 
ing the passions and the qualities of human nature, 
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ot our lives.. But in nine.out of ten caSes we are in 
utter ignorance of their trne lives; what they really

Conversation Should Re 
Reciprocal & Unstilted. 


LTHOUGH it is the subject for many 
a pungent paragraph and comic car- 
toon, the game of ping-pong.is ideal in 
one respect—it is reciprocal. One 
party has as fair a chance as the other, 
and it is the fault of both if there.1s a 
monopoly of cleverness or activity on 
either side. This is a point which a 
great many peoplé~who are attached 
like barnacles on society do not seem 
to appreciate. They may be infinitely 
clever at story-telling; have the wit of 
a Steele, the learning of a Johnson, 
the penetration and command of lan- 
guage of a Richelieu—but they spoil it 
all by usurping the entire conversational field, and 
giving the other party or parties no opportunity at 
rejoinder, or of demonstrating that they, too, may 
have conversational ability. It-is the monologist 
who is one of the most prevalent and greatly dread- 
ed bores in all phases of society, and at the same 
time it may truthfully be said to his credit, he is the 
most. uhconsdious. one, -He has become so “ac- 
customed to the charm of his own voice, the origt- 
nalify of his remarks, and his wide range of knowl- 


‘edge on all human topics, that he does not once 
. Peek 
realize that his 


loquaciousness is forcing people to 

shun him. : | 
We often speak of “good listeners,” and some sar- 
castic spirit has even dubbed them the best conyer- 
sationalists. At the same time there are very few 
good listeners who do not want an occasional finger 
in. the. conversational pie. Conversation is a 
strange thing—we might aptly call it a force. It 
is the vocal, physical interchange of thorght, and 
when the spoken idea, the fine thought, is expressed 
in sounding language, whether it be frothy ‘wit or 


‘tgerious comment, it has the faculty of stimulating 


thought with others. Not: only does our mentai 
machinery move more smoothly and swiftly under 
the impetus of another’s expressed thought, but a 
strange effect is created, which urges us to give lite 
to our own thought in spoken words. In short, 
conversation begets conversation, and if we cannot 
talk when the spirit moves us, it is extremely prob- 
able that the thoughts which we wished to express 
at the time will refuse to return when later inere 
may be a more favorable opportunity for their ut- 
terance. It is this strange faculty of mind striking 
fire from mind which develops and sustains the svu- 
cial quality in mankind, and constitutes one of the 
greatest and simplest pleasures of life. 

In this light we see just why the man who wishes 
to monopolize the conversation is unpopular. He 
forms an effective and disagreeable conversational 
dam and is responsible for the losing of many really 
good thoughts or bright sallies of wit, which he 
balks by preventing their expression while they are 
warm in the making. 

There are also a large number of people—we re- 
gret to say that they bear the visible ear-marks of 
lack of true culture—who look on conversation as 
an opportunity to display their command of lan- 
guage. Having read just enough to grasp a fairly 
extensive vocabulary, but not having either read or 
thought sufficiently to broaden their minds or digest 
the material absorbed, they jump at every chance to 
dazzle simpler people by employing high-sounding 
words, or using involved, mock-heroic phrases 
which either embarrass the hearer or draw on the 
speaker his’ ridicule. Frequently, too, people of 
this description, when they are pitted against. an 
individual who has the reputation of being a good 
conversationalist, straightway begin to converse in 
Johnsonese, instead of expressing their thoughts in 


plain, direct, graphic terms. 


Language was made for the expression of 
thought, for facilitating its exchange between peo- 
ple—not as a medium to show a very shallow ac- 
complishment, or, what is really the case, to cloud 
the conversational horizon. The English language 
is singularly rich, moreover, in words and phrases 
available to express the various thoughts or emo- 
tions, and there is nothing to be gained by hunting

shall not try to show that the ideag are 
false, that would lead me .too. far, .but 
simply try to find out whether the ideas 
at the present time are sufficiently clear 
and uncontestible to pe made into dog- 
mas. 

The ideas are -introducéd in two forms 
and these may be expressed in these two 
sentences: “‘AH qualities that we perceive 
by our senses are internal states,” and 
“all qualities that we perceive by our 
senses are mere appearances.”’ 3 

Let us first look at the first sentence. 
It ‘is universally accepted, repeated and 
taught. You cannot pick up one singie 
book dealing with the subject in which 
it is not put forward as a truth that ‘is 
So evident that it is not even worth 
while to tty to give reasons for it. 

Even the Philosophers that pose as 
realists accept it. They demonstrate 
that there are real bodies and things 
that correspond to our sensations, but 
they declare that color, sound and re- 
sistance are merely products of our 
brain. 

To prove that all phenomena perceived 
by our senses are interior and subjective 
our modern philosophers invoke ‘three 
principles: One argument is taken from 
the construction of our nerve system, 
one from our. dreams and one ,from 
science. 7 | 

The argument founded’ on ~the ¢con- 
struction of our nerve system may be 
presented in this -form: .“It- is impos- 
sible,”” they declare, “that we should 
be able to perceive thé real qualities of 
the. bodies that surround us, for this 
reason, that between these bodies and 
Our soul or conscience are found the 
nerves and nerve centers, and it is 
therefore -evident that we ‘can never 
come into direct contact with these 
bodies. Our soul, separated from the ex- 
terior, moved by the brain and ‘the 
nerves, canr.dt. pérceive the bodies itself, 
but sees only the image, the internal 
representation ef them in the same way 
that a person at the receiver of a tele- 
phone. does not. hear ‘the vdice of “the 
person speaking -into the other end of 
it, but only- hears a repelcoussion of his 
voice.””. . : Bee 

Should it really be necessary ‘to show 
how utterly absurd this argument’ is? 
Our modern philosophers who love to 
call themselveg idealists, who say that 
they have left all materialism far be- 
hind them, are singularly materialistic 
on this point.. They. think of the soul 
as being located in the center of.. the 
brain, all bodies, all. sound, resistance 
and color are outside, and between these 
autside qualities. ard the soul the 
nerves are strurig. as telephone. wires. 
The soul, sitting in ‘its brain cell, does 
not perceive what is,at the other. end. of 
the wire; it only, receives. reproduced 
images sent over these wires, God knows

The answer, .to- .this argument is. very 
Simple. , First. of aH; the ‘eotielusion is 
falsely drawn, ag we. have no “tight: to 
say that. because. certain perceptions as 
dreams and hallucinations, are Hlusory. 
all others must be so. It is very impor- 
tant to insist on this point, as this is a 
sophism that nearly all philosophers are 
guilty of, and that is against all rules 


‘Of logical reasoning. ‘It would be equal- 


ly justifiable .to reason this way: “Re- 
ality and dream -resemble each other, 
therefore the dream is real,’’ 

The third argument, is.taken from 
scierice™-trom’ modern physics. 

Modern physics has shown, it {s ar- 
gued, that all qualities which we per- 
eeivé by: our senses, as heat, color, 
Sound, etc., are interior, or subjective. 
It has shown that everything outside us 
is motion or vibration. of an invisible 
matter. When we hear a high or deep 
sound this sound is really nothing but 
quicker or- slower Vibration of this mat- 
ter caught .by, the membranes tn our 
ears. Where we see light or color there 
is an Invisible ether that vibrates from 
400 to 700 trillions of times in a second. 
If, therefore, there is anything at 4ll 
outside of ourselves {it is only motion of 
this mysterious matter; and if we could 
Suppress our sensations there would be 
no color, no light, no heat. 

But also this argument is very weak. 
It Ils an abuse of the results of modern 
sclencé and a false quotation of the 
words ‘of modern s¢tterntists, who have 
been made to say things that they have 
never sald or intended to say, and that 
they. would. have no.right or reason to 
say. Modern physics do not teach that 
color, sourd or light does not exist: it 
only teaches that, there exists some- 
thing berides that’ our senses are not 
acute enough To perceive: It does not 
say, fer igstance, that the red color does 
not exist, as our. philosophers pretend; 
it simply teaches that when we. see 
something red the ether vibrates 400,000,- 
600,000,000 (of in words four hundred tril- 
lion) times in a second, and that ff: our’ 
eyesight was sharp enough we. would 
See not only the red color, but also the 
vibrations. ° 

Therefore, from the teachings of mod- 
ern .science we have only right to con- 
Clude that the two. things. happen simul- 
taneously and not. that one is real and 
the other ilusory. We mfght even go so 
far as fo aay that the part that we do 
not see, the .vibration.of the other, is 
the more important. It is the only part 
of interest. to ecientists, because it is 
calculable, but no oné has any right to 
draw the. conclusion that. the red color 
is. subjective and the motion: alone. ob- 
jective. s yi% Mey | ; . 

It ig.therefore plain that the assertion 
that all qualities perceived by our senses 
are interior or subjective is without any 
foundation whatever. 7

thing may seem warm to one person, 
cold to another; sweet to one, bitter to an- 
other. Now, this means simply that the 
qualities are relative, {7 we co not want 
to say that the same thing is at the 
same time cold and warm, sweet and 
bitter, an assertion that would be ab- 
surd., 

Another argument is taken from what’ 
psychology teaches about the specifis 
energy of our nerves. According to cer- 
tain psychologists and physiologists 
every nerve has its specific energy, that 
is, a certain power to transform the im- 
pressions that it rectives. When, for 
instance, the optic nerve {s touched it 
immediately transforms the touch into 
light. The auditory nerve in the same 
way transforms everything into sound, 
and so on with all our other nerves. If 
the same power, an electric current, for 
| instance, is.applied to the optic nerve, {[t. 
produces light, and if applied to the 
auditory nerve it pro@uces sound; and " 
from this it is concluded that our senses 
deceive us. It is not the rea? thing that 
they make wus recognize, but a thing 
transformed and distorted by them. We 
do not see our surroundings as they real- 
ly are/any more than a man sées the 
real color of.a landscape when he looks 
at it through a colored glass. 

But even this -argument is not as 
strong as it ‘may seem, as the theory 
about the specific energy of our nerves is 
very _much contested ‘and is rapidly 
losing territory. ; 

The very experiment, the application 
of the electric cirrent on which it is 
founded, seems to have been interpreted 
‘very arbitrarily. If an ‘electric chrrent 
does produce an impression of sound in 
the ear and of light In the eye,- what 
does that prove? Does it prove that it 
‘is the eye or the optic nerve that creates 
‘Hight? ‘By no means. It simply proves 
that the eye is only sensitive to lignt, 
and no more. 

The electric current, the nature of 
which is not accurately known and that 
His: very complicated, mo doubt contains 
‘Nght vibrations. Our eye perceives these 
and is not affec§ed by any others. No 
one -can- prove that the same current 
does’ tiot’ contain sound vibrations, that 
afféct our auditory nerve, There is noth- 
ing to prevent these two different kinds 
of vibrations. from being contained si- 
multaneously’ in. the electric current. 

These are the main arguments that 
the. philosophezs use to prove that we 
should not believe our senses, but none 
of them proves that our sénsés deceive 
us. They simply prove that our senses 
are hot as acute or sharp as they might 
be—that they are imperfect. In the mi- 
croscope we see many things where the 
eye sees nothing, but this is no reason 
why we should not believe that the 
things we do see are real. 

If. we should follow up the consequences 
of the teachings of the Christian Scien- 
tists and other modern philosophers, 
what conclusions would we then come 
to? _ : ‘ 

First consequence would be the non- 
existence of matter. If my soul cannot 
go Outside mysélf, if all my impressions 
aré¢ merély subjective, how then can ‘I 
know that there are other independent 
bodies or persons hut myself? How can 
I know that I @o not dream.that others 
exist? They may. ull be creations of my 
imagination. . 

ow can I then know that my own 
body exists? I only perceive my own 
body in -the sanie way that I perceive 
others—by my .senses...I only discover it 
Stuer as a body, by seeing and feel- 
ng it.

R ITH the beginning of No- 

» vember there begins a hard 
fight all along the coast of 
the United States—a fight 
rarely chronicled, yet in- 
cessant and flerce. It is 
the figat of the coast lights 
and signals against storm 
and fog. 

From March to Novem- 
ber the men caged in the 
slender steel and stone 
cylinders that stand on hid- 

‘ = » den ledges with the near. 
est Jand lying along the horizon like « 
dim cloud, need not fear even if storm 
beset; for the summer storm does not 
last long and they are sure that the relief 
and supply vessels will make tazaeir wiy 
to them within a few days. But when the 
gales of the late autumn and of the win- 
ter begin, there may be a month and oven 
more when no ship can dare to approach 
those foam-bordered ocean perches. 

Then the keepers are as besieged men. 
They must save every drop of oil, taat 
their lights may be kept burning even 
should a new supply fail to arrive when 
due. They must watch their machineiy 
every minute, |for no help could reach 
them to repair it should it break down. 

On such light houses as famous Min- 
ot's Ledge, off Boston arbor, rising 
sheer out of the sea, they are imprison- 
ed, unable to move an inch out of their 
harrow tower. 

Minot’s Ledge light stands 8 feet high 
from the level of the sea. The reef on 
which it is set is far below the surface 
in any except low tides even in ordinary 
weather. Wheh the ocean roars around 
it in a winter storm, the mariner, looking 
at it from the sea, often can discern only 
its brave lantern above the spray. The 
entrance to this light house is half way 
up the tower and an iron ladder reaches 
from it to sea level. In the winter there 
are days after days, and sometimes 
weeks, when no man could venture into 
that doorway. He would be carried away 
by tne rollers that break against the 
base and sweep the little balcony. 

But this merely physical fight is only 
one part of the battle that goes on in 
the light houses during the winter. There 

is another battle as 

Fighting great. It is worry and 
ft anxiety. 
Their The light keepers of the 
Lights and United States have been 
Lives trained to look on their 
lights as the American 
@oldier and sailor look on their flag. So 
well have they been discipline? and so 
well do they guard the trust that there 
rarely is a case of a light having failed 
when human energy and pluck could 
keep it burning. , 

When sleet and srcow drive over the 
towers, these men are stricken with the 
fear that despite all theixs care, the 
light, burn it ever so brightly, may not 
be able to pierce the thick air. Only one 
who has been in a light house through 
@ great winter night’s storm can realize 
how keen and wearing\an anxiety this is 
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to them. Like all men who have to do 
with the powers of nature they know 
that, though they do their best, that 
best is not good enough, if it is not suc- 
cessful. 

So blow the gales as they may, the 
keepers climb: out on the narrow plat- 
form around the outside of the big win- 
dows that protect. the precious lens, and 
with the weather beating them and the 
wind threatening to blow them into the 
black sea below, with waves reaching up 
to them, they scrape the drifted snow 
and the frozen sleet from the panes 
throughout the night that the light may 
shine out freely. 

The dimming of an oriinaflly sufficient 
light in thick weather has troubled the 
light house department seriously for 
years, during which time the engineers 
and naval officers on the board have ex- 
rerimented constantly. The result of their 
cfforts has been the recent adoption of a 
lantern lens entirely different from the 
cylindrical one used to this time. 

The new lens is known as the “bi- 
valve,” which is expressive of its ap- 
pearance. Instead of a cylinder of glass 
revolving around the light, it consists 
of two immense convex dis joined at 
the edges by thick brass bands. The 
value of the bi-valve lens is that each 
face throws an immense beam, concen- 
trating the light rays that in the ordi- 
nary lens are dissipated by |being shot 
to many angles. , . Biss | 

A bi-valve light of the fourth ordcr 
will throw a flash of five thousand can- 
die power from 2 light of only 260 candle 
power. 

Only a few of them have been installed 
as yot. Their cost is heavy, a third 
order lens costing $12,000. 

One of these bi-valve lights has been 
installed in the famous Navesink light 
house overlooking Sandy Hook. Although 
not a first-order light, the new lens makes 
it one of the most powerful in thé worid. 
it throws a flash every five seconds anl 
the light house department has a report 
from a sea captain who declares that he 
‘saw a flash 7 miles at sea. If he was 
correct, what he saw at that distaiice 
must have been the refiection of the flash 
on the sky; for the Navesink tower is 246 
feet above the sea and consequentiy the 
extreme limit at which the eye could seo 
the light directly is only 22% miles, the 
curvature of the earth precluding any 
wreater reach. But this light is so power- 
ful that it is certain that its dluminaticon 
of the skv and the sea can be seen from 
a distance many miles beyond the direct 
reach of its rays. When 20 miles away 
from it, its glare is so blinding in clear 
weather that the cye is dazzled and pair-

Cinal and chemical properties—lampblack 
is made from them; the bark makes the 
highest grades of charcoal: alcoho! anu 
creosote are obtained from the sawdust, 
and the sap or gum affords spirits of tur- 
pentine and rosin. From the Potomac to 
the mouth if the Mississippi, to a dis- 
tance of 1530 miles back from the sea, this 
heavy border of perennial green fringes 
the Atlantic and gulf coasts. 

The southern forests of yellow pine 
constitutes the biggest part of the tur- 
pentine timber of the whole world. Yet 
in tne matter of boxing alone—the ola 
method which renders the timber vory 
nearly valueless—the estimated loss of 
last year was over $13,000,000. 

There are nearly 50,000,000 acres of na- 
tional forest reserve in the United States, 
and nearly 40,000,000 acres of government 
forest in the Philippines requiring at- 
tention—making another need from alar 
for our trained men. Besides this, dif- 
ferent states and private owners are tak- 
ing active interest and applying to the 
forest bureau for similar working plans. 
The number of foresters being educated 
at Washington and maintained in the 
field together to meet tae demand is 
about one hundred. In time they will 
become experts drawing good salaries for 
work which is apparently limitless, and 
in a profession where there is no pros- 
pect of crowding. 

The country thoroughly roused at last 
to the importance of arboriculture is 
ready to u:cet the department half way 
in the effort to stay tne 
‘reckless devastation of 
the forests, and prevent 
tne wholesale desolation 
which will be the inevit- 
able heritage of poster- 
ity. Every 24 hours more 
than 24000 acres of trees are cut down in 
the United States and converted into 
cross ties, lumber, furniture, etc. The 
pine timber land, which only a few years | 
ago sold for 50 cents to $1.50 an acre, now 
brings from $4 to $8. At the present ratc 
the immense wealth now realized

Canal”—Famous Southern Leaders

ROM a number of letters 
written me referring to the 
great and noble things ac- 
complished by men after 
having arrived at the age 
of @ years and reminis- 
cences connected with their 
useful lives, I. present to 
the reader the two follow- 
ing. 
Colonel A. J: McBride, 
whose’ blood, during the 
late civil war, crimeoned 
, : more than one of Vir- 
ginia’s battle flelds in défense of the lost 
cause, gives some very pleasant reminis- 


cences and unwritten history concerning 


(one of the south’s most powerful men in 


his palmiest days. Colonel McBride says: 

‘The half has never been written about 
that stuprrievs jeanal’ enterprise with 
which ws -imately connected some of 
the most ;j: )minent southern men, fore- 
most of whom was that grand old man, 
General Duff Green, whom you so kind- 
ly mentioned tn The Sunny South some 
weeks azo. 

“The sixties and seventies of the nine- 
teenth century were eventful years in At- 
lanta history. It would fill an instructive 
book to recount the hard-working, enter- 
prising men who, in those days, built a 
sure and solid foundation for a great 
city. ” 

“In the year of 1872 Colonel Bushrod W. 
Frobel, civil enaineer; Colonel Walter 
H. Weems; John and Troup Hurt, Colo- 
nel Jonn Screven, of Savannah; General 
G. W. Smith, of Lexington, Ky.; Ed-

A company was organized, electing Cap- 
tain B. W. Frobel, an experienced and 
distinguished engineer, president; Colonel 
Walter H. Weems, secretary, and Colonel 
A. J. McBride, treasurer. 

“A bill was at once introduced in the 
United States congress by Hon. W. P. 
Price, representative from the ninth dis- 
trict of Georgia, and was ably advocated 
by General Dudley M. Dubols, Colonel 
Henry R. Harris and other members from 
Georgia. In fact, it was the favored 
scheme of the whole southern states, 
President Grant and the secretary and 
treasurer of the United States strongly 
recommended the passage of fhe Dill. 
It was defeated by a majority of only two 
or three votes. 

“It was to have an objective point on 
the Tennessee river, across to Gadsden, 
Ala., on the Coosa; up this and fts branch, 
tne Etowah, to a point near Cartersville, 
Ga.; from Cartersville to the Ocmulgee, 
via Atlanta, bringing all the water thus 
concentrated to the city of Atlanta. In 
this event Atlanta would have rivaled in 
water power Lowell, Mass., or Manches- 
ter, England, if it did not surpass either 
or both. Atlanta’s enterprising citizens, 
seeing what unlimited water power this 
scheme would give the city, together with 
tne finest and most capacious sewerage 
system in the world, took hold in real 
earnest. 

“I remember that during those days I 
had the honor 6f entertaining one of the 
most interesting and progressive citizens 
'»of ,Georgia, General Duff 
Green, the great dipio- 

Green .mat and soldier, whose 

Powerful tall and commanding 

im National figure, supported by a 
Politics long staff, his piercing 
eyes, long flowing white 
hair and beardy at the age of 80, he was a 
Striking picturé. He was a powerful fac- 
tor in national politics, and was entrusted 
with many important missions to foreign 
countries. A man of versatile talents, re- 
markable sagacity and lion-like courage, 
his experience during his life in Wash- 
ington would make a most interesting 
chapter.”’ 

During one of his visits to Colonel Mc- 
Bride he told of his duel with James Wat- 
son Webb, editor of The New York 
Courier and Enquirer. By the way, some 
of the cyclopedias represent Duff Green 
as a great duelist, and as he never sent 
a challenge in his life and never received 
one except from Webb, it will no doubt in- 
terest Georgians to know how he bore 
himself. 

It grew out of Webb’s connection with 
the intrigue to’ cause a quarrel between 
General Jackson and John C. Calhoun for 
the benefit of Van Buren as a candidate to 
succeed Jackson. Mr. Green said: 

“Tl was then owner and editor of The 
United States Telegraph, and published 
some correspondence between General 
Winfield Scott and Webb, which angered 
the latter. A friend called at my office 


General 


and told me that Webb was in the city, / 


and that a challenge from him would come 
in the course of the dfy. I had seen a few 
days before a bundle of red and blue cow- 
in use by horsemen— 
hanging in the window of a nearby store. 
I sent for one and put it in my desk. 
Soon a Mr. Barroll sent in his card. He 
bore a card from Mr. Webb, and after 
reading it I asked him if he knew the con- 
tents of the note. He said ‘Yes.’ I then 
asked: ‘Do you consider yourself as Mr. 
Webb’s representative in this matter?’ He 
again said ‘Yes.’ I then said: ‘I do not 
know who you are, and have no desire to 
hurt and humiliate you, but by bringing 
me this note you have forced on me the 
necessity of further disgracing the prin- 
cipal in the person of his representative.’ 
I took out the whip. Barroll sprang to 
seize it. He was heavier than I, but less 
active. I had only intended to give one 
light tap on the shoulder, but the excite- 
ment of the struggle for the whip caused 
me to lay it on heavily on his hinder parts 
till he cried ‘enough.’ I took my seat and 


-waited for Barroll to get up. , When he got 


up he stood for some moments as if dazed. 
I said: ‘Do you want anything more?” 
He answered, “No, sir.’ I got up, handed 
him his hat and cloak and said: ‘Good 
day,. sir. You have my answer to Mr. 
Webb’s note. Please give it to him.’ ” 

There were several gentlemen in the 
office, and through them the affair be- 
came public, and caricatures appeared 
representing Duff Green seated on a bar- 
rel whipping it with a cowhide and Webb 
inside the barrel. 

A few days later Webb came to Wash- 
ington city, went to the congressional] Iifb- 
rary, armed with a big stick, and asked 
Mr. Mechan, the librarian, when and 
where he could find Duff Green. Mr. 
Mechan told him that Duff Green always 
left his office as the clock struck 12, and 
walked to the capitol for exercise. Taat 
if he, Webb, would go out on the library 
portico, he would soon see Green coming. 
A friend met Green, and handing him a 
pistol, told him that Webb was waiting 


for him. When Green got near the top 
of the steps, there stood Webb with a 
heavy stick raised to strike. Duff Green 


waved his. aand, indicating the way he 
wished Webb to go, and said: “Pass on, 
sir,” while with his right rand, he drew 
the pistol from his pocket. Webb low- 
ered his stick, and said: “I will go back, 
sir; 1 wilh go back.” “Backward or for- 
wafd, I care not which, but march,” said 
Duff Green.. Webb turned and ran up to 
the house of representatives, where ne 
told his friends that Duff Green was 
after him with a big horse pistol. Thus 
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ended the flasco of Webb, of which the 
papers at that time wrote so much that 
was unkind and unjust to tne noble old 
Roman."

Georgian, 
Om. who % his day made 2 
Mark A iasting impress upon the 
Cooper § state, and continued in 
active service in sume 
form or other for the good of the public 
service until a ripe old age. Judge Weli- 
born says: 

“] give the instance of Hon. Mark aA. 
Cooper, of Eatonton. His friends saw in 
Mr. Cooper the promise of a great future 
in early life, and sent him to the Geor- 
gia legislature soon after he attained his 
majority; kept him tmere until he was 
elected to the United States congress in 
183%. He was a whig in politics, and 
very much beloved by his party. He, 
with two other oolleagues from Georgia, 
were the very first to detect danger from 
afar tn the nosthern wing of the whig 
party in 1840, because of the very first 
inclination of the northern whigs to aaop; 
abolition sentiments, left ta@ir party and 
cast their jots with the democrats. In 
Georgia at this date the whigs were 
largely ign the ascendancy, and politicai 
party feeling was intensely bitter, so 
that the forsaking of one party and going 
to the other was, in the estimation of 
the good people, no less than treason of 
the deepest dye. So that waen Cooper, 
Colquit and Black left the whig party to 
join the democrats, they found them- 
selves, upon their return from Wasnhing- 
ton city in the winter of 154, Sociaily 
ostracised, with their standing in church 
and state materially -lowered.” 

The following little incident will show 
tne force of this remark: Mr. Cooper iid 
rot stand for reelection to congress, but

doned politics and turned his energies 
to the mineral interests of the state. 
He purehased a large body of mineral 
lands on the Etowa river, and established 
the Etowa Mining Company, near Car- 
tersville. He was the pieneer iron mantv- 
facturer of tne south, carrying on the 


piargest establishment for twenty years 


south of Pittsburg. His company turned 
out thousands of tons of pig. bar and 
plate iron, and for many years it pro- 
duced more nails than any similar insti- 
tution in the whole country, and of a 
quality that rivalled all other nails in 
every market in America. 

Major Cooper had the honor of man- 
ufacturing the iron out of which the first 
rifie was made for Georgia, during the 
war befween the states. Tom Mullins, 
who was at that time principal blacksmith 
in the Western and Atlantic shops, is the 
man who forged the gun. Tom, with 
the exception of some trouble in -his legs, 
is a well preserved vet at this time, mak- 
ing his sojourn at the Soldiers’ home. 
Nothing delights Tom more than talk of 
these stirring times. He was in the shop 
at the time that the engine ‘“‘The General” 
was stolen and the excitement attendant 
upon that event. 

The Etowa Mining Company enjoyed the 
GisfInction of being, for a long time, the 
only private corporation that owned a 
whole railroad. This consisted of a road 
running from the works on the Etowa 
river to Etewa junction, on the Western 
and Atlantic road, a distanee of 5 miles, 
built solely for the purpose of transport- 
ing freight and passengers to and from 
the works. It was an engine on this 
road at Etowa Junction that Captain W. 
A. Fuller, and his engineer, Anthony Mur- 
phy, seized when on their celebrated run 
after the vankee bridge burner, And: ews, 
and his crew, who stole ‘““‘The General” at 
Big Shanty.- 

But for Fuller and Murphy capturing 
this engine, Andrews would have suc- 


ceeded in burning all the bridges on the’

was nominated in 1842 democratic candi- 
date for governor. During the campaign, 
Mr. Cooper was in Madison one morning 
and wanted to get to Eatonton, a dis- 
tance of twenty miles, as early as pos- 
sible. Being of vigorous build, he con- 
cluded to leave at day break, walk out 
some five or six miles to breakfast anda 
procure conveyance from some of his 
old friends, knowing all the people aiong 
the way. They were all whigs on the 
road, and as a penalty “for his flop 
over to the democrats,’’ they would 
neither feed him or furnish him con- 
veyance, until he struck a democratic 
settlement, taus forcing him to walk some 
ten or twelve miles before being accom- 
modated. At the election Mr. Cooper was 
defeated, and right then and there, for 
the good of Georgia, Mr. Cooper aban- 


‘ State road in 1863, thereby crippling the 


resources of the state, and cutting off all 
supplies from Atlanta. Is it not safe to 
say that had not Major Cooper abandoned 
politics on account of his defeat for gov- 
ernor, brought about by his prescience 
and forethought in leaving the whig par- 
ty, Georgia might have fallen in the 
enémy’s hands two years before she did? 
For, had there been no railroad to the 
iron works, and no engine on hand, the 
yankee raiders would have created untold 
disasters to all of upper Georgia. So the 
philosopher can readily see that Major 
Cooper’s political defeat was to upper 
Georgia a ‘‘blessing in disguise.’’ 

The result of the war very much reduc- 
ed Major Cooper's resources, but, clear on 
past the eighty-mile post, he remained 
active and efficient in many good works. 


Pithy Incidents of the Surrender 
of Macon

HE writer was a_ very 
young refugee from 
Tennessee during the lat- 
ter part of the war be- 
tween the states. A por- 
tion of the time was spent 
in the northern part of 
the state. With the ad- 
vance of Sherman’s army 
in this direction, I took up 
my abode in southwestern 
Georgia, where were 
found a great many Ten- 
nesseeans and some Ala- 
As a fellow feeling makes one 
wondrous kind, it may safely be as- 
sumed we were very sociable. And here 
it may not be amiss to remark that those 
southwestern Georgians were invariably 
kind and hospitable. I am sure it will 
strike the reader that way when it is 
stated here that they never refused any 
of us the loan of a cup of rye or potato 
chips with which to make us @ cup of 

coffee—that is, if they had it to loan. 
This brings me to the story proper—the 
surrender of Macon in the sprng of 156, 
and some incidents connected therewith. 
Up to that eventful day, when the 
mayor of Macon called out every man 
and boy able to bear a gun, resistance 
to the invading army was 
the watchword. But be- 
fore [I relate the occur- 
rencés of that day, as I 
saw them, let me refer 
briefly to the _§ stirring 
events of a few Gays pre- 
vious. Strange as it may seem, when it 
was determined by the authorities to 
resist to the last every drop or liquor 
that could be found in the town was 
pourned into the streets. Armed with 
axes and hatches, a number of men vis-

ited every place of business and burst 
in the head of every barrel and emptied 
the contents in the streets. The sight of 
so much whisky going into the gutters, I 
well remember moved a printer to re- 
mark, “What a shame to waste so much 
liquor!” 

The next day whisky was at a premium. 
It was well that the precautionary meas- 
ures were taken. as the day following 
the blue coats were to be seen all over 
the town, many of them looking for 
liquor. What a happy thought on the 
part of the city authorities! It is not 
hard to imagine the rapine, burning of 
the town and disorder would have fol- 
lowed had that fatigued, hungry end 
angry army found whisky when they 
entered the city. 

The morning sun rose brightly on that 
sad day. Crowds of oitizens, with the 
few soldiers on duty there to protect the 
stores of the confederacy, early began 
to gather in knots and groups on the 
streets. Silence was supreme. No noisy 
or blatant man would have been tolerated 
tor a moment—nearly everybody spoke in 
subdued tones, as if conscious of some 
awful calamity impending. It was, of 
course, known that General Wilson was 
in the neighborhood with a large force, 
and yet gome clung to the hope that in 
some way, somehow, the invaders would 
be turned aside or beaten—vain hope! 

The mayor had issued a stirring appeal 
to the citizens to arm themselves and 
hasten toward that portion of the out- 
skirts of the city where it was known 
General Wilsop would make an attack.

Women and the Home 


Care of Furniture. 

In most homes furniture is subjected 
to the accumulation of dust, finger 
marks, etc., and, despite the usual care 
in dusting, becomes dull and lusterless 
after a time. 

Various preparations are recommended 
for the purpose of polishing old furni- 
ture and a few will be given to choose 
from. 

No. 1—One and one-half ounces of al- 
octa?, nalf an ounce of muriatic acid, 8 
ounces of linseed oil, 11-2 ounces of but- 
ter of antimony, 1-2 pint of vinegar. Mix 
cold. This recipe has been sold for $10. 

No. 2.—Four ounces of beeswax, 1 
ounce of curd soap. Melt and add 1 pint 
boiling water.’ Beat until cold, then add 
1 pint turpentine. 

No. 3.—Mix two parts of kerosené and 
one part of linseed soil. Apply with a 
piece of soft flannel and polish with an- 
other piece. 

No. 4.—Mix equal parts of crude oil, 
alcohol and vinegar. Shake well in a 
bottle, then apply, with a soft cloth and 
rub well. This is said to remove spots’ 
and give a good polisa. 

if the furniture has become badly 
scratched or the varnish crackled so as 
to make an entire renovation necessary 
the old varnish may be removed by ap- 
plying a hot coat of thin glue. Let it dry 
in a very warm room and the glue will 
pul} the varnish off. The wood should 
tnen be well sand-papered to make it 
perfectly smooth. Oil or stain may be ap- 
plied before it is again varnished, if 
desired. A very nice cherry stain is made 
by dissolving two packages of orange, 
one of cardinal and one-half of blue for 
cotton (the dye only) diamond dyes, in 
two quarts of water. Some like to use 
one package of terra cotta diamond dye 
in 1 quart of watér for cherry stain. 

For black walnut stain use one package 
of cardinal, one of siate and one of blue 
for cotton dissolved in 3 pints of water, 
If the first coat does not make the wood 
dark enough apply a second coat. 

Sometimes a piece of furniture that 
seems past use without an entire reno- 
vation may be made to look almost as 
good as new by washing it thoroughly 
witn borax water and then applying a 
good polish. Rub the article well while 
washing it to remove the dust that has 
adhered to the ol. polishing mfxture. 
Equal parts of kerosene, boiled linseed 
oil and cider vinegar wel] mixed is good 


for this kind of work.

The House That John Built. 

John Burroughs, the widely known and 
well beloved naturalist and author, lives 
in a house on the Hudson river which 
he built with his own hands. This 
“mountain den,’ which he has named 
“Slabsides,’’ is constructed of logs, and 
John Burroyghs felled the trees, hewed 
the logs, put them-in place (they are-not 
much larger than telegraph poles) and 
filled in the chinks between them. Every 
nail was driven by the good right hand 
that wrote “‘Riverby’’ and that has given 
us so many exquisite secrets of bird and 
plant and insect life. 

The house at Slabsides is two and a 
half stories high. One who has lately 
yisited the author in his “den” tells that 
the first floor consists of one very large 
room and an alcove; the second has two 
large sleeping apartments for guests 
that may remain over night. The latch 
string always hangs out at Slabsides. 
Many are the admirers of his genius 
who make a pilgrimmage to John Bur- 
roughs’ quaint retreat. All lovers of na- 
ture are made welcome at the cabin In 
the woods. Young people, children, and 
particularly the Vassar girls from the 
near-by college, are among his frequent 
visitors. He goes forth to meet them in 
a suit of brown, with a slouch hat drawn 
over his eyes. Often they accompany 
him in rambles through the flelds and 
woods, and. sometimes he joins them in 
a luncheon under the trees beside his 
famous spring. It has been well said 
that “All things in the field and forest 
speak to John Burroughs. He knows 
every plant about his woodland retreat; 
the song of every bird is to him min-

A mile from Davis runs the red-tinged, 
rapid flowing Washita river, that winds 
through tne hills and mountainous coun- 
try of the Chickasaw reserve. Four miles 
south of Dayis the river enters a deep and 
narrow valley. On eitner side rise steep 
cliffs and peaks hundreds of feet high, 
their almost perfectly perpendicular sides 
clothed with a growth of scrubby cedar 
that frescoes the cold gray Titon rock 
wita dark green.

The sight is grand and imposing. The

Above them circles the eagles 
that have their nests and eyries in the 
inaccessible sides of the cliffs. while the 
rattiesnake sluggishly basks on the sun- 
ny side of a rock. Far below, at the ‘bot- 
tom of the canyon, the river sings its 
perpetual song as it Journeys to the sea. 

Six miles south of this place the pic- 


turesgque Timber mountain—the Olympus~° 


of tne Chickasaws—towers several hun- 
dreds of feet in the air, It is covered with 
a heavy growth of oak which gives it a 
deep blue color the year round. About its 
base flows Turner creek, famous for its 
many beautiful falls. The creek “rushes 
through>:a rocky gorge, presenting some 
of the grandest mountain scenery on this 
continent. -At one place the water tum- 
bles over a precipice 73 feet high and 
fartaer up stream are a succession of falls 
from 3 to 8 feet high. Natural basins and 
shady groves make this the favorite pic- 
nic ground for the country round, 
Places of historic interest are Fort Ar- 
buckle and Fort Washington, situated 
among the mountains, once military posts 
in the days when the Indians were tur- 
bulent, now little more than picturesque 
ruins—footprints of a bygone civilization.

But none of us even spoke 
to him, and yet as often as I think of it, 
my conscience smites me. 

There was another scene that is indel- 
ibly impressed upon my mind. A fire 
had broken out in a store room and some 
kerosene got spilled, which seemed to 
doom the place. In some way a federal 
soldier got some of it on his clothes, 
which took fire. A number of us pro- 
ceeded to “put him out,” but it seemed 
as if it was going to baffle our efforts: 
Poor fellow! I see him now, as he 
Stood there. helpless, unexcited. but anx- 
ious, ‘watching our almost futile efforts 
to extinguish his burning clothing. Bach 
of us in turn and again all together tore 
at his clothes until we got them off of 
him.

A day or two after the surrender while’ 


passing. along the street I ran up on 8 
dapper looking young captain to whom 
I spoke just to see what would be the 
outcome, Greeting me kindly, we soon 
became quite sociable, which ended in an 
invitation to me to spend a few days 
with him in camp. Said he, “My boy, I 
will put you on the track of making 
some money.” To my anxious inquiry he 
made me the following offer, namely:

to the farmers and sell them for notes— 
they had no money—he, my new-found 
friend, promising me ample protection.

friends. We would have been, no doubt, 
but I never visited his camp.

There was no great amount of disorder 
in Macon following the occupation by 
the federal army. About this time the 
confederates were surrendering all over 
the south—both sides were quite ready 
for peace. 

The parolling of our army began & 
few days after the news of the last sur- 
render in North Carolina. The few at 
Macon had no trouble in securing a pa- 
role from the federals, and left for their 
homes as quickly as possible. The writer 
was pgrolled with the others, locating 
himself with “A company, Nineteenth 
Tennessee.” Of course the fellow be- 
hind the wicket looked at me suspicious- 
lv as my youthful looks belied my sol- 
dier record. A small contingent of us 
immediately left for Atlanta on our way 
to what was home in Tennessee, but 
which proved, in my case, at least, a 
perfect wreck,

CHARACTERISTIC instance 
of Emile Zola's indepen- 
dence and also of ‘ais self- 
confidence occurred not 
"long before his death. 
During the years of his 
obscurity he had done a 
good deal of hack-writing. 
some of which was obvi- 
ously that and nothing 
more. Perhaps the poor- 
est thing he ever did was 
his novel called ‘Les 
Mysteres de Marseille,’’ 

woich is really a very hasty bit of 
scribbling. Long. after 
famous he was accustomed to re- 
ceive letters from persons stating 
that they had in their possession 
copies of this book, which was then out 
of print; and supposing that Zola was 
anxious to suppress it as being unworthy 
of his genius, the writers of tne letters 
offered him their copies at an extrava.- 
gant price, so that he might destroy 
them. This sort of thing finally irrtated 
Zola, whose boast always was that he 
had never written a line of which ne was 
ashamed. Therefore, just to show how 
mistaken his correspondents were, when 
the last edition of his complete works ap- 
peared, he had the “‘Mysteres de Mar- 
seille’ reprinted and included in the 
series, with no attempt woaatever to 
change it from the form in which it had 
originally been published. 


Byron writing in his journal says: 
"Scott is undoubtedly the monarch of 
Parnassus and the most English of bards. 
I shou'd place Rogers next in the living 
list. I value him more as the last of the 
best school; Moore and Campbell both 
third.”” ‘(Nor was Byron alone in this 
opinion. The leading critics of the early 
part of the last century united in placing 
Rogers among the foremost poets of that 
period—a period that included Words- 
worth and Coleridge, Scott and Byron, 
Shelley and Keats. Time has not justi- 
fied that early verdict, but the ‘‘Pleasures 
of Memory” is a poem still well worth 
reading, and the poet Rimself was a very 
remarkable man.

Zola became | 


P FROM GEORGIA” is the 
suggestive title of a dainty 


little book of poesy lately is- 


sued from the press of D. Appleton & 
Co., of New York, bearing the familiar 
authorial name of Frank L. Stanton, the 
south’s unofficial poet laureate. This is 
Mr. Stanton’s fouth volume of poetry, his 
first, “Songs of the Soil,’’ having been 
brought out by the same publishers some 
nine years ago, and it migat be remarked 
in passing that the sales of that book 
were so satisfactory to the Appletons that 
they sent a member of the firm to At- 
lanta to ask the poet to prepare another 
volume for them. The completed work 
before us is the Frank L. Stanton of 
“Songs of the Soil,’ “Comes One With 
a Song’ and ‘“‘Songs from Dixie Land,’ 
which is to say it is a medley of sweet 
music, no false notes among it, and 
nearly every song a paean and trill of 
spirit-effervescence. When the singer is 
not cheery, as rarely he is not, he sings 
no jess musically from out the gloom. 
There are poets and poets in these lat- 
ter days, but amid the twang of myriad 
lyres there is a mockingbird note chal- 
lenging the ear of the world with a 
lyric ecstacy so individual, so blitacly 
clear, so bravely optimistic, and, withal, 
so soul-compelling, that the popular con- 
sciousness breathes the loved name of 
The Atlanta Constitution’s rare singer 
‘whenever that strain is heard. There is a 
timbre and rhythm in Stanton’s verse that 
puts the heart to swaying in time to it 
just as inevitably as a confederate vet- 
eran must “holler’’ when he hears the 
mad notes of “‘Dixie,’’ or a backwoods- 
man must find his dancing legs when the 
‘“Arkansaw Traveler” electrifies his musi- 
cal sense. This is the peculiar genius 
of the Stanton muse—a genius that is not 
at all crowded for,standing room on Par- 
nassus. When, a decade ago, Frank L. 
Stanton began to pant forth “a flood of 
rapture so divine,’ he won the audience 
of well nigh tae whole American public 
through the democratic medium of the 
newspaper press. The Atlanta Constitu- 
tion did not copyright the pearls of song 
which fel] almost daily from his lips, and 
from the Florida keys to Puget sound, 
from Bar Harbor to San Diego bay, the 
editors clipped his rollicking verse, tae 
city daily no less than the village week- 
ly, and ever since the broad land has 
been tripping and plirouetting in soul- 
mood to the Stanton rhapsody. Probably 
no poet’s name has become so much a 
household word in the country at large 
as has this Georgia minstrel’s, and yet 
‘ne wears his laurels so modestly that he 
persuades himself that his song dies with 
the day it glorifies, as witness the open- 
ing poem in “Up From Georgia:” 


Chorus of sinvers, day by day— 
Thick in the world they throng; 

But mark ye, masters! the weary way 
Is sweet fer the sake of song! 


Not song that coars to the heights above— 
Tirat thri'ls through the vista’d years; 

Rut it brings the light to the eyes of lovo, 
And is sweet with the gift of tears. 


No song ‘hat pictures the battle-strife— 
For there are the eingers grand; 

There are greater deeds in the vales of life 
Than on heights where the heroes stand. 


Chorus of singers! The world hath need 
Ct the humbler strains that fall 

On the wayside lone—on the paths that Jead 
To the lI'ght that shines for all. 


Of all Mr. Stanton’s hack writing—he 
has furnished a column daily, largely 
rhyme, in. The Constitution,:for.the past 
ten years—it is surprising how mucna of 
his work is really poetry; and if, from 
the best of this, there cannot be compiled 


«a volume of verse that will live, this age 


must despair of a poetic immortal. It is 
true that this singer has given us some 
of his sweetest inspiration under the rude 
husk of dialect, and here toe question 
will. be raised, can poetry carry. the 
weight of dialect and survive? We have 
no. precedent to bring to the support of 
the belief that it will in Stanton’s case. 
He has sounded the truest and most pas- 


and thrill with the pulsings of tae human 
heart; and if poetry is not heart-language 
set to music, what is it? Stanton’s most 
characteristic verse is not. to be depreci- 
ated either on account of its dialect or of 
its simplicity. It is poetry. 

What we mean by Stanton’s most char- 
acteristic verse is that in which the 
sneer exuberance of life—the joy of liv- 
ing—rises superior to the weight of mor- 
tality and material considerations. He

They are a hopeful parcel of tat- 
terdemalions, ‘‘pore white’ and black, 
full of the courage of primal being, 
thankfully devout to the First Cause, 
most of them reckless of tae winter as 
the grasshopper, and entertaining toward 
work and worry the sentiment of Tenny- 
son's ‘‘Lotus Eaters.’’ This may be a 
false philosophy, from the _ strenuous 
viewpoint, but it is the philosophy that 
hives the sweets of poesy. lif you don't 
believe it, read this:

I was interested in the velvet works. 
The finer of such goods are made by | 
house industry, although power looms are 
generally used. The weavers have found 
they can not make wages by using their 
o'4 hand looms and they have had them 
remodeled so tnat they can now earn 7% 
cents and upward per day. Much of the 
velvet woven in Lyons {is brocade, and 
that in most beautiful patterns. Silk and 
velvet curtains ate made, some of which* 
cost as much as $800 a pair. I saw velvets 
today which sell for $70 @ yard, and was 
shown curtains which require four 
months to weave, Tae finest of the vel- 
vets are made in these little rooms. 

The velvet is woven about wires, the 
threads being cut through to the wires 
with a knife and the wires taken out. 
The velvet has to be made thread by 
thread, each line being cut separately, 80 


taat a slip of the knife would ruin the 


cloth. 

I visited one factory which made 8,000 
yards of red velvet to be worn at the 
coronation of King Edward, and another 
where I was shown specimens of furni- 
ture coverings made for one of the Van- 
derbilt families at a cost $21 a yard. 
Think of paying $21 for a chair seat! And 
this is what the stuff costsin France. The 
price will be doubled by the time it gets 
into one of tne Vanderbilt paaces and is 
fitted on to its luxurious sofas. Every 
time one sits down upon it he or she will 
cover a yard of it. It would make me 
uncomfortable to sit down on #2 at one 


time. 

The very best of the French silks sel- 
dom get to the United States, as our du- 
ties Make them almost prohibitory. Vel- 
vets which will sell for $4 a yard in Lyons 
would cost $10 a yard in New. York, and 
silk brocades at $% a yard would be 
doubled in price after they nad passed 
through our custom house and paid the 
charges of the middle men. 

I have gone through some of the largest 
of the Lyons silk stores. They are to be 
found in buildings not unlike the fac-

Lyons is doing all it can to foster its 
silk industry. It has its technical schoolg 
which teacaj ali branches of silk manu- 
-factire. Young men come here from all 
parts of ths world to study how to make 
silk, and many work in the mills for 
that purpose; There is one school which 
charges from 800 to 1,200 francs a year as 
tuition. The 800 francs is the charge for 
Frencamen and the 1,200 francs that for 
foreigners. In this school the best of 
modern silk weaving machinery is used 
@nd a great part of it bears the mark of 
American maufacturers. An American 
sewing machine sews the pattern cards 
together, and American methods of 
weaving are employed. All kinds of silks, 
velvets, plain and figured goods are made 
here, under the superintendence of the 
most skilled workmen, the boys doing 
the work themselves wita the profes- 
sional silk men as overseers. 

I visited the Lyons municipal silk 
schools, on the Croix Rousse, after going 
through the silk factories of that neigh- 
borhood. This school is sustained by tne 
city, and is open only to Lyonnese youths, 
Any Lyons boy who has reached the age 
of 15 can enter upon the payment of $1.73 
and learn all about silk weaving, design- 
ing and pattern making. The course of 
day study is ten months, and there is in 
addition a night school, in waich a 
course of three years is required. 

There are about 300 pupils in this school. 
They belong to the rich and the. poor, 
thany of them being the sons of common 
laborers. Every boy has to keep a diary 
of tiis work, with tae patterns of the silks 
he has made, and also copies of his de- 
signs. The school teaches all matters 
about the breeding of silk worms as well 
as all kinds of weaving and designing. 
The professor in charge, a kind looking 
old Frenchman, wearing a skull cap and 
rough clothes, took me througa one de- 
partment after another. He introduced 
me to some of the students, and had 
them work at the looms before my eyes. 
The boys were as intelligent as those of 
the average college of the United.States, 

These technical schools of Lyons show 
that the people are trying to regain their

supremacy as the silk weaving center of 
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the world. Similar schools should be es- 
tablished at Paterson, and otherwheres 
in. our country, and the silk worm in- 
dustry of the souta, now in its infaney, 
should be encouraged. 

The wonderful silk manufactures of 
France originated through the encour- 
agement of the silk trade by the French 
monarchs of the past. It was not wntil 
the. fifteenth century that much silk 
weaving was done. Before that time the 
best of the silks came from Italy, the 
finest of silks, satins, velvets and other 
cloths being woven near Venice. Lyons, 
however, was a greaf fair city, and many 
ItaHan silks were brought there for sale. 
Then Louis XI imported Italian weavers, 
and along about forty years after the 
discovery of America Francis I induced 
many of the Italian weavers to settle at 
Lyons by guaranteeing them exemption 
from taxation, free lodgings and the right 
to carry swords ag well as immunity 
from imprisonment for debt. In one way 
or another he brougat silk weavers from 
Genoa, Florence, Lucca and Venice, and 
thus founded this business, which has 
done much to make Fyance rich. The in- 
dustry thrived until the persecution of 
tae Huguenots drove more than 300,00 of 
the most skilled of tae French artisans 
out of the country and in a few years re- 
duced the number of looms from 40,00 to 
less than 10,00. The Protestant weavers 
escaped to England, Germany and Switz- 
erland and thus started the silk manu- 
factures of those countries. 

Since then Lyong has at times held the 
silk manufacturing supremacy of Europe. 
It probably holds it today, but the in- 
dustries of Switzerland, Germany and 
Engiand are steadily growing, and com- 
paratively speaking Lyons is on the de- 
cline. Its greatest danger today is from 
tne United States, which is increasing 
its silk product from year to year.
